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he paradigm shift that accompanies every coaching tran- 
sition is now firmly in place at Georgia, having begun in 
January of this year. After six months and a set of 15 spring 
practices, the time to measure the Bulldogs’ progress under 
new head coach Kirby Smart is quickly approaching. 

Those 15 practices last spring were some of the busiest in recent 
Georgia football history. Foremost, a new set of coaches began to 
implement their new way of doing things. They sought to find 10 new 
starters for 2016 -- three on offense, five on defense and two special- 
ists -- and also began building depth from among 43 total returning 
lettermen, plus six true freshmen that enrolled in January. 

Following is an early look at this year’s Bulldogs: 


QUARTERBACKS 


Jim Chaney, Georgia’s new offensive coordinator and quarter- 
backs coach, inherits two veterans and a heralded newcomer as signal 
callers. Greyson Lambert (6-5, 220, Sr.) started 12 of 13 games a 
year ago, completing 162-of-256 for 1,959 yards and 12 touchdowns. 
Lambert set the NCAA record for completion percentage in a game 
by completing 24-of-25 passes against South Carolina and he had just 
two interceptions all season. Brice Ramsey (6-3, 213, Jr.) hit on 21- 
of-35 for 249 yards and a score in a reserve role. The Bulldogs also 
welcomed early enrollee Jacob Eason (6-5, 211, Fr.), regarded by 
some as the nation’s best prep signal-caller last year. Eason displayed 
enough glimpses of his considerable talent during the spring to hint 
of a bright future. Third-year walk-on Sam Vaughn (6-3, 189, RSo.) 
is the only other quarterback on the Bulldogs’ roster and will provide 
additional depth. 


RUNNING BACKS 


First-year assistant Dell McGee’s group was perilously thin dur- 
ing spring drills, so much that wideout Shaquery Wilson (6-1, 200, 
So.) transitioned to tailback midway through the month-long period. 
Nonetheless, McGee has an experienced group to work with, though 


fall workouts will begin amid some uncertainty. Tailback 
Sony Michel (5-11, 212, Jr.) 
> Fry paced the Bulldogs with 


1,161 yards and eight touch- 
downs on the ground and he 
added another 270 yards 
and three scores receiv- 
ing a year ago. Michel 
became the Bulldogs’ 
primary tailback at 
midseason when Nick 
Chubb (5-10, 220, Jr.) 
went down with a knee 
injury. Chubb, who rolled 
up 747 yards and seven 
touchdowns before his injury, 
has been a model of diligence during 
his rehabilitation process.

Brendan 
Douglas (5-11, 215, Sr.) gives Georgia 
a veteran presence, while Tae Crowder 
(6-3, 220, RFr.) got extensive work last

field (5-11, 209) and Brian Herrien (6-0, 205) also figure to get ample 
opportunities for action early in their careers. Christian Payne (6-1, 232, 
Jr.) and Glenn Welch (6-3, 244, Jr.) are the Bulldogs’ experienced players 
at fullback. Georgia also has walk-ons Nick Moore (6-3, 245, So.), Kyle 
LeStrange (6-0, 233, Sr.) and Turner Fortin (6-1, 230, RFr.) available 
for duty. 


WIDE RECEIVERS 


This unit, led by first-year assistant coach James Coley, has a number 
of capable players, though many lack significant playing time. TaxSlayer 
Bowl MVP Terry Godwin (5-11, 174, So.) is the Bulldogs’ top returnee 
after hauling in 35 passes for 379 yards and two touchdowns. As the trig- 
ger man in the Wild Dog formation, Godwin also rushed and passed for a 
touchdown last year. Reggie Davis (6-0, 170, Sr.) and Isaiah McKenzie 
(5-8, 170, Jr.) caught 22 passes between them last year. Jayson Stanley 
(6-2, 204, So.) shared Most Improved honors among offensive players with 
lineman Lamont Gaillard after spring workouts. Michael Chigbu (6-2, 
216, So.), Kenneth Towns (6-3, 202, Sr.), and Shakenneth Williams 
(6-1, 199, Jr.) saw action on both offense and special teams a year ago. 
Additionally, early enrollee Riley Ridley (6-2, 195, Fr.) showed promise 
during spring drills and the G-Day intrasquad game. 


TIGHT ENDS 


First-year assistant coach Shane Beamer takes over a group with 
both experience and depth. Jeb Blazevich (6-5, 248, Jr.) has career 
numbers of 33 catches for 413 yards and three touchdowns. Georgia also 
boasts Jackson Harris (6-6, 247, So.) and Jordan Davis (6-4, 235, Jr.), 
while Aulden Bynum (6-5, 268, Jr.) gives the Bulldogs options at both 
tight end and offensive tackle. Highly-rated Isaac Nauta (6-4, 237, Fr.) 
enrolled in January and cast himself solidly in the mix after a productive 
spring that included catching a TD pass in the G-Day game. 


OFFENSIVE LINEMEN 


The offensive line paved the way for 26 points, 192 rushing yards 
and 185 passing yards per game a year ago, and first-year assistant coach 
Sam Pittman inherits a unit with three starters returning. All-SEC second

teamer Brandon Kublanow (6-3, 282, Sr.) anchored the line at center 
and also saw significant playing time at guard. Georgia also returns 
Isaiah Wynn (6-2, 278, Jr.) at tackle and Greg Pyke (6-6, 313, Sr.) at 
guard. Lamont Gaillard (6-2, 298, So.) enjoyed a productive spring 
and shared Most Improved honors among all offensive players with 
wideout Jayson Stanley. Dyshon Sims (6-4, 293, Jr.) and Kendall 
Baker (6-6, 310, So.) also picked up snaps as reserves in 2015. The 
Bulldogs redshirted Pat Allen (6-4, 297, RFr.), Sage Hardin (6-6, 281, 
RFr.), Sam Madden (6-6, 346, RFr.) and Mirko Jurkovic (6-5, 275, 
RFr.), all of whom figure to contend for playing time. Ben Cleveland 
(6-6, 345, Fr.), one of the country’s top offensive line prospects, enrolled 
early and impressed onlookers during spring practice with his size and 
talent. 


DEFENSIVE LINEMEN 


Third-year assistant coach Tracy Rocker continues to 
stockpile talented players along the first line of defense for 
the Bulldogs. Interior linemen Trenton Thompson (6-4, 307, 
So.) and John Atkins (6-4, 300, Jr.) combined for 37 stops a 
year ago, while DaQuan Hawkins (6-4, 302, So.) earned qual- 
ity snaps. Early enrollee Julian Rochester (6-5, 327, Fr.) also 
hopes to become a factor on the interior defensive line in 2016. At 
defensive end, Georgia must replace one starter but will enter the fall 
with Michael Barnett (6-4, 276, So.), Jonathan Ledbetter (6-4, 251, 
So.), and Justin Young (6-4, 265, RFr.) all contending for playing time. 


OUTSIDE LINEBACKERS 


Third-year assistant coach Kevin Sherrer has an experienced 
unit returning for 2016, despite the significant losses of Jordan Jenkins 
and Leonard Floyd. Davin Bellamy (6-5, 241, Jr.) had 33 tackles, nine 
quarterback pressures, two caused fumbles and a fumble recovery a year 
ago, while Lorenzo Carter (6-6, 242, Jr.) posted 19 stops, six pressures 
and two caused fumbles. Chuks Amaechi (6-3, 230, Sr.) saw action in 
every game, while Shaun McGee (6-3, 232, Jr.), Johnny O’Neal (6- 
2, 231, Sr.), D’Andre Walker (6-3, 224, So.) and Tommy Long (6-2, 
231, Sr.) are seasoned players. Carter and Walker each won the Coffee 
County Hustle Award after spring drills. 


INSIDE LINEBACKERS 


Gone from this position is Georgia’s top returning tackler (and by 
a wide margin) Jake Ganus. First-year assistant coach Glenn Schumann

takes over a segment led by Tim Kimbrough (6-0, 226, Sr.), the Bull- 
dogs’ leading returning tackler with 67. Natrez Patrick (6-3, 248, So.) 
-- who shared the Most Improved award among defensive players with 
corner Juwuan Briscoe after spring practice -- and Roquan Smith (6-1, 
217, So.) debuted with a combined 42 tackles. Georgia also has Reggie 
Carter (6-1, 228, Jr.) returning from injury last season, 2015 special 
teams captain Ryne Rankin (6-1, 208, Sr.), Juwan Taylor (6-1, 199, 
So.) and Ridge Underwood (6-2, 231, Sr.). 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


Mel Tucker, the Bulldogs’ new defensive coordinator and de- 
fensive backs coach, has a sizable group of returnees. Last year, safety 
Quincy Mauger (6-0, 200, Sr.) rolled up 58 tackles and five pass break- 
ups, and All-SEC safety Dominick Sanders (6-0, 189, Jr.) paced the 
Bulldogs with six interceptions and added 48 tackles and six breakups. 
At cornerback, Aaron Davis (6-1, 190, Jr.) had 47 tackles, two fumble 
recoveries and an interception, while Malkom Parrish (5-10, 188, Jr.) 
registered 42 tackles and two picks. Rico McGraw (6-0, 192, So.) had 
20 stops and Reggie Wilkerson (5-11, 176, Jr.) posted 11 tackles and 
an interception. Juwuan Briscoe (5-11, 193, So.) shared the Most 
Improved award among all defenders after spring practice with Natrez 
Patrick, and he figures to contend for a starting job. Rashad Roundtree 
(6-1, 205, So.), Kirby Choates (6-0, 198, So.), Jarvis Wilson (6-2, 190, 
So.) and DeAndre Baker (5-11, 174, So.) all saw action in the second- 
ary last season. Georgia will receive additional depth from Shattle 
Fenteng (6-2, 185, Sr.), who has been slowed by injuries for much of 
his two seasons as a Bulldog. 


SPECIALISTS

and Matthew Herzwurm (6-0, 233, Jr.) will provide depth. Ramsey

Five Bulldogs Selected In 2016 Draft 


Georgia had five players selected in the 2016 
NFL Draft, including OLB Leonard Floyd who went 
to the Chicago Bears as the ninth overall pick. This 
marked the second year in a row that the Bulldogs 
had five players drafted and the second straight 
season that they had a player taken in the first 10 
picks (2015, Todd Gurley, St. Louis Rams, 10th). 

Jordan Jenkins (3rd Rd., 83rd, Jets), Malcolm 
Mitchell (4th Rd., 112th, Patriots), John Theus (Sth 
Rd., 145th, 49ers) and Keith Marshall (7th Rd, 
242nd, Redskins) were the other Georgia players 
picked in 2016. 


Dome Opener 


For the first time since 2011, Georgia will open 
the season in the Georgia Dome for the Chick-Fil-A 
Kickoff Game. The Bulldogs fell 35-21 to Boise 
State that year. The 2016 opener will be versus 
North Carolina. UNC last played in this game in 
2010, losing to LSU 30-24. Georgia went 10-3 last 
year, ending with a 24-17 win over Penn State in the 
TaxSlayer Bowl. Meanwhile, UNC finished 11-3 
after 17th-ranked Baylor posted a 49-38 win over 
them in the Russell Athletic Bowl. 


First Up In The SEC 


For the second time in school history, the Bull- 
dogs will face Missouri in their SEC opener. Geor- 
gia traveled to Columbia, Mo., during the second 
game of the 2012 season to open conference play. 
This marked the Tigers’ inaugural SEC game. The 
Bulldogs welcomed them in with a 41-10 win. This 
is only the fifth time in history that the teams have 
faced each other, including Georgia’s 1959 Orange 
Bowl victory in Miami. 

Also, the Bulldogs will be facing Ole Miss for 
the first time in the regular season since the Rebels 
visited Athens in 2012. Georgia won that contest 
37-10. The Bulldogs last visited Oxford in 2011 
and left with a 27-13 victory. 

This season marks the first year since 2006 that 
the Bulldogs have their first two SEC games on the 
road. That year, Georgia blanked South Carolina 
18-0 in its second game before besting Ole Miss 14-9 
in week five. This year is also the first time since 
1969 that Georgia plays its first two SEC games on 
the road in consecutive weeks. Entering the game 
3-0, the Bulldogs lost to Ole Miss 25-17 and then 
whipped Vanderbilt 40-8 the next week.

Head Coach Kirby Smart Headlines New Staff 

For the first time in 16 years, the Bulldogs will kick off their season with a new head 
coach. Kirby Smart, who played safety for Georgia from 1995-98 and coached the Bulldog run- 
ning backs in 2005, accepted the opportunity to coach at his alma mater on Dec. 6, 2015. He spent 
the last nine seasons as Alabama’s defensive coordinator and was part of three BCS National Cham- 
pionships and the 2015 College Football Playoff national title while in Tuscaloosa. 

Mel Tucker (Defensive Coord./Secondary), Jim Chaney (Offensive Coord./QBs), 
Sam Pittman (OL), James Coley (WRs), Shane Beamer (TEs/Special Teams Coord.), Glenn 
Schumann (ILBs) and Dell McGee (RBs) will join Smart on the sideline this season. Tracy 
Rocker (Associate Head Coach/DL) and Kevin Sherrer (OLBs) were retained by Smart and enter 
their third year with the Bulldogs. 


Eight Offensive Starters Return 

Anchored by a pair of 1,000-yard rushers in the lineup, Georgia returns eight starters on 
offense for 2016. Junior Sony Michel, who went for 1,161 yards and 11 total touchdowns, is back 
alongside junior Nick Chubb, who is on the road to recovery after sustaining a season-ending knee 
injury last October. Chubb had accumulated 747 yards and seven touchdowns through five games 
in 2015. As a freshman in 2014, he finished with 1,547 yards and 14 touchdowns. 

Greyson Lambert is back as the Bulldogs’ signal caller after passing for 12 scores and 
only two interceptions during the Virginia transfer’s first year in the program. There was competi- 
tion at QB during the spring with Lambert, junior Brice Ramsey and early enrollee Jacob Eason. 
Sophomore Terry Godwin highlights the returning receivers. He finished second on the team with 
35 catches for 379 yards and a pair of scores and ended the season with an MVP performance at the 
TaxSlayer Bowl. A trio of starting linemen from last season return in senior OG Greg Pyke, senior 
C/OG Brandon Kublanow and junior OT Isaiah Wynn. 


Experience Abounds At DB, Opportunities Exist At LB 

Georgia welcomes back a veteran secondary led by senior Quincy Mauger, junior Dom- 
inick Sanders, junior Aaron Davis and junior Malkom Parrish. Mauger had the team’s fifth-most 
stops with 58 while Sanders recorded six interceptions last season. The Bulldogs held their final 
five opponents in 2015 to less than 20 points apiece and completed the season leading the SEC in 
Pass Defense (144.0/g) and ranking third in Scoring Defense (17.2/g). 

On the flipside, three of the top four tacklers from 2015 (ILB Jake Ganus, OLBs Leonard 
Floyd and Jordan Jenkins), who accounted for 235 stops and 26 sacks last season, have moved on 
to follow their NFL aspirations. The spotlight will be on senior ILB Tim Kimbrough (third with 
67 stops last year) and senior OLB Chuks Amaechi, junior OLBs Davin Bellamy and Lorenzo 
Carter and sophomore ILB Natrez Patrick. They will headline the crew called upon to step up in 
2016. 


Five Early Enrollees Join The Bulldogs 

Five early enrollees started school in January and worked out with the team while they 
took their first semester of classes at UGA. Five-star QB Jacob Eason (Lake Stevens, Wash.) and 
five-star TE Isaac Nauta (Buford, Ga.) headline the group which also included DL Julian Roches- 
ter, OL Ben Cleveland (Toccoa, Ga.), and WR Riley Ridley (Coconut Creek, Fla.). 

In their first action during the annual G-Day game that attracted an SEC record 93,000 
fans, Eason went 19-for-29 for 244 yards and a touchdown while Nauta caught six passes for 56 
yards and a score. In addition, Ridley hauled in four receptions for 68 yards. 


Non-Conference To Start Things Off; Only One Home Game Before October 


The Kirby Smart era will begin in the Georgia Dome in Atlanta against North Carolina in the 
Chick-Fil-A Kickoff Game at 5:30 p.m. on ESPN. The Bulldogs own a 16-12-2 edge versus the Tar 
Heels dating back to their first matchup in 1895. The last time the teams squared off, Georgia edged 
UNC 7-3 in the Gator Bowl (now TaxSlayer Bowl) in Jacksonville to finish an 11-1 season in 1971. 

Other than the annual matchup with instate rival Georgia Tech, this marks the first regular season 
ACC foe for the Bulldogs since #12 Georgia blasted #16 Clemson 45-21 to open the 2014 season. The 
Bulldogs also topped #20 Louisville 37-14 in the 2014 Belk Bowl. 

The rest of Georgia’s 2016 non-conference slate includes Nicholls, UL Lafayette and Georgia 
Tech. The Bulldogs have never played Nicholls and own a 1-0 record versus the Ragin’ Cajuns after 
beating them 55-7 in the 2010 season opener in Athens. Georgia leads the series with the Yellow 
Jackets 65-38-5 as the Bulldogs have won 13 out of the last 15, including last year’s 13-7 victory. 

The Bulldogs last played only one of their first four games of the season at home in 1966. That 
season, Georgia beat Mississippi State, VMI and South Carolina on the road before coming back to 
Athens and edging Ole Miss 9-3. The 10-1 squad would go on to win the SEC Championship under 
Vince Dooley. 
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OFFENSE 


Lambert Returns At QB After Setting Efficiency Mark 


After transferring to UGA from Virginia to start graduate school 
during the 2015 summer, Greyson Lambert is back for his final year of 
eligibility. The Jesup, Ga., native set a school record for Lowest Inter- 
ception Percentage in 2015 after throwing just two picks in 256 attempts 
(0.78), which ranked second in SEC history. Starting 12 of 13 games last 
year, Lambert finished 162-for-256 for 1,959 yards and 12 touchdowns. 

New offensive coordinator Jim Chaney will also coach the QBs. 
He is a 30-year coaching veteran of the SEC, Big Ten, ACC and the 
NFL. Chaney served the 2015 season at Pittsburgh following a two-year 
tenure at Arkansas. He also served as Offensive Coordinator at Tennes- 
see (2009-12), Purdue (1997-2005) and Cal State-Fullerton (1988-92). 
From 2006-08, Chaney coached in the NFL with the St. Louis Rams. 

Junior Brice Ramsey, who also was the team’s primary punter for 
the second half of the season averaging 41.9 yards an attempt, will join 
Lambert and five-star early enrollee Jacob Eason in the battle for the job 
at quarterback. Ramsey finished 2015 going 21-for-35 (60.0 percentage) 
for 249 yards with one score and two interceptions. 


Michel, Chubb Anchor Solid Backfield 


The centerpieces of the Bulldog backfield are juniors Sony Michel 
and Nick Chubb. Georgia welcomes a new running back coach in 
Dell McGee. McGee, a Columbus, Ga., native, comes to Georgia after 
spending the last two seasons at Georgia Southern and the season before 
at Auburn, his alma mater. Michel returns after he became the 10th 
Georgia player in history to rush for more than 1,000 yards while start- 
ing just six games last year. Michel moved into the starting role after 
Chubb, who became the ninth running back with 1,000+ in 2014, went 
down with a knee injury during the sixth game of 2016 at Tennessee. 

Chubb had tallied 747 yards and seven touchdowns on 92 carries (8. 
1 avg.) through the first five games of last season and the opening play 
versus the Volunteers before sustaining his season-ending injury.

Receivers Looking For A Leader 

Similar to the running backs, Georgia also returns five of its top 
six receivers from last year’s campaign. Sophomore Terry Godwin, 
junior TE Jeb Blazevich, senior Reggie Davis and junior Isaiah McK- 
enzie, among others, will be called on to help lead. Godwin became the 
first Bulldog in school history to catch and throw a touchdown during 
a bowl game to earn himself MVP honors of the 2016 TaxSlayer Bowl. 
The Hogansville, Ga., native started nine games as a true freshman last 
year and was second on the team with 35 catches for 379 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

Georgia also added a new receivers coach with the hiring of James 
Coley, who has served as the offensive coordinator at both Florida State 
(2010-12) and Miami (2013-15). Missing from his lineup will be gradu- 
ated senior Malcolm Mitchell. Mitchell led the Bulldogs last season 
with 58 catches for 865 yards and five touchdowns. He goes down in 
the UGA record books with the third-most receptions in history (174), 
sixth-most yards receiving (2,350) and eighth-most touchdown recep- 
tions (16). 
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Three Linemen Anchor OL 

This season, three of the five starters on the offensive line return 
from 2015. Seniors Greg Pyke (OG) and Brandon Kublanow (C/OG) 
and junior Isaiah Wynn (OT) bring 62 career starts into the 2016 season. 
Sam Pittman is the new offensive line coach. He served in the same role 
for Arkansas the last three years. The Razorbacks led the conference in 
Fewest Sacks Allowed in 2015. 

Last year’s offensive line gave up the second fewest number of sacks 
(1.23/g) in the league and allowed Greyson Lambert to complete 63.3 
percent of his passes with only two interceptions.

Bulldog Secondary Returns Under New Coordinator 

Mel Tucker will be the defensive coordinator and coach the second- 
ary after serving one year on the Alabama staff as assistant head coach 
and defensive backs coach. Before that, Tucker worked for seven years 
as an NFL coordinator with the Chicago Bears, Jacksonville Jaguars and 
Cleveland Browns. He was the Jaguars interim head coach for the final 
five games of the 2011 season. 

All-SEC performer Dominick Sanders recorded a league-leading 
six picks in 2015 and complemented those turnovers with 48 tackles 
from his safety spot. Sanders finished with a UGA single season record 
of 205 interception return yards, which ranked fifth in SEC history. He 
already is fourth in the conference record books with 269 yards in his 
two years. Senior Quincy Mauger and juniors Malkom Parrish and 
Aaron Davis were also regular starters and will join sophomores Rico 
McGraw and Juwuan Briscoe and junior Reggie Wilkerson in the ro- 
tation. Georgia completed 2015 with 12 interceptions, and the defensive 
backs who were responsible for 10 of those return this year. 


New Faces On The Horizon At LB & DL 

ILB Tim Kimbrough finished third on the team with 67 tackles 
as a junior last season. He is the Bulldogs’ sole returning starter at line- 
backer. OLBs Jordan Jenkins and Leonard Floyd and their combined 
389 tackles, 36 sacks and 68.5 tackles for loss were both drafted by NFL 
teams after All-SEC careers with the Bulldogs. ILB Jake Ganus is also 
in an NFL camp following one outstanding season with Georgia after 
transferring from UAB. In 2015, Ganus piled up a team-high 102 stops 
and two picks and was named the team MVP. 

In 2016, Kimbrough will be joined by junior Reggie Carter, who 
will be back after missing the 2015 season with shoulder surgery, and 
sophomore Natrez Patrick. Patrick started the final two games and had 
22 tackles last season. Sophomore Roquan Smith also returns after 
playing in 12 games last season. However, Smith was sidelined for the 
spring with a wrist injury. 

At OLB, juniors Davin Bellamy and Lorenzo Carter are geared for 
breakout seasons while senior Chuks Amaechi can give help at both LB 
spots. 

On the defensive line, the loss of veterans such as Sterling Bailey, 
Chris Mayes and James DeLoach is balanced with the emergence of 
freshman Trenton Thompson, who started six games and finished with 
25 stops. Veteran assistant Tracy Rocker will handle the defensive line 
for the third season. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 
Big Shoes To Fill For Specialists 


Competition will be wide open at kicker and snapper following the 
departure of a pair of four-year starters. Marshall Morgan completed his 
career at Georgia as the third-leading scorer in SEC and UGA history 
with 407 points and signed with the Indianapolis Colts after 2015. He 
also set the SEC record with 215 PATs made during his time in the red 
and black. Thomas Pritchard, William Ham and Rodrigo Blanken- 
ship will all be vying for playing time in the spring. Nathan Theus, 
brother of John, snapped for four seasons and got a free agent call from 
the Denver Broncos after the season. 

Fourth-year snapper Trent Frix, who is the younger brother of for- 
mer snapper Ty Frix (2009-12) and the son of former snapper Mitch Frix 
(1981-82), will have his opportunity for game action. Colin Barber, who 
punted 164 times over the 2012-15 seasons, will also be absent from the 
lineup after completing his career. However, QB Brice Ramsey shared 
punting duties last season and finished with a 41.9 average. Shane 
Beamer will serve as the team’s new Special Teams Coordinator along 
with his duties with the tight ends after spending the last five seasons at 
Virgina Tech. 


In 2015, the Bulldogs finished +3 in turnover margin. Georgia scored 62 
points off 22 turnovers while opponents scored 47 points off 18 Bulldog turnovers 
(included two team fumbles).

Taking It To The House 

The answers to who will be the Bulldogs’ punt/kick returners is 
a bit easier to figure out. Junior Isaiah McKenzie is the leading can- 
didate after already making his mark in the all-time SEC record book 
with his returns. His four punt returns for touchdowns rank fifth best 
in SEC history while his five total returns for scores (four punt returns, 
one kickoff return) is tied for third best in the league record books. 
Senior Reggie Davis also returns after having a team-leading 17 kick 
returns for 394 yards (23.2 avg.) to go with eight punt returns for 110 
yards and one touchdown at Tennessee last year. 


Dogs In The Super Bowl 

For the 15th consecutive year, Georgia had at least one former 
player in the Super Bowl. The Bulldogs and LSU have the SEC’s lon- 
gest streak of a former player being on a team that advanced to the 
Super Bowl. This year it was Thomas Davis, Charles Johnson and 
Fernando Velasco for the NFC champion Carolina Panthers. Georgia 
tied for the fifth most players of any school in this year’s Super Bowl. 
The last Bulldog to be on a Super Bowl championship team was Chris 
Clemons in 2014. Georgia is the only school to have produced three 
Super Bowl MVPs: S Jake Scott, Miami, SB VII; RB Terrell Davis, 
Denver, SB XXXII; WR Hines Ward, Pittsburgh, SB XL.

11 seasons with him as my mentor and have learned a tremendous 
amount from him as a coach and teacher.

Smart has served on the Alabama staff the past nine years, the 
past seven as defensive coordinator. During his tenure at Alabama, 
the Crimson Tide won three BCS National Championships, one Col- 
lege Football Playoff national title, three Southeastern Conference 
crowns, six SEC western division titles, and was ranked in the na- 
tion’s final top ten rankings the last eight years in a row. 

A former standout defensive back and scholar-athlete at Georgia, 
Smart was one of the nation’s most respected defensive coordina- 
tors. During his time at Alabama, he coached players at three differ- 
ent positions, in addition to his coordinating duties. He was recog- 
nized as the 2012 AFCA Assistant Coach of the Year and the 2009 
Broyles Award winner as college football’s top assistant coach. He 
was also a finalist for the 2015 Broyles Award. 

Prior to joining the Alabama staff in 2007, Smart spent the 2006 
season as safeties coach with the NFL’s 
Miami Dolphins. He served six years on 
the collegiate level as the running backs 
coach at Georgia (2005), defensive backs 
coach at LSU (2004), graduate assistant 
at Florida State (2002-03), defensive co- 
ordinator/linebackers coach (2001) and 
defensive backs coach (2000) at Valdosta 
State, and administrative assistant at UGA 
(1999). 

Smart was the running backs coach on 
Georgia’s 2005 SEC Championship team. 
His Bulldogs’ unit averaged 162.2 rush- 
ing yards per game, third in the SEC. He 
coached Thomas Brown, Danny Ware, and Kregg Lumpkin—all of 
whom had NFL careers. In 2004 at LSU, he tutored two NFL draft 
picks: Corey Webster (2nd round, New York Giants) and Travis 
Daniels (4th round, Miami Dolphins). 

As a player, Smart was a four-year 
letterman at defensive back for Georgia, 
where he was a first team All-SEC pick as 
a senior. He finished his career with 13 in- 
terceptions, a mark that still ranks fifth in 
UGA annals, and led the Bulldogs with six 
interceptions in 1997, five in ‘98. He led 
the SEC in interceptions during his final 
season.

history -- and one of just two Bulldogs 
since the rule was introduced in 1988 -- to 
return a blocked PAT kick for two points, 
having brought one back 88 yards against 
New Mexico State in his freshman year of 
1995. 

The 2015 Alabama defense ranked first 
nationally in rushing defense (75.7 ypg), 
third in total defense (276.3 ypg), and third 
in scoring defense (15.1). 

His 2014 Alabama defense ranked 


fourth nationally against the run (102.4 ypg). The Crimson Tide 
ranked sixth nationally in scoring defense (18.4 ppg), while ranking 
12th nationally in total defense (328.4 ypg). He helped junior safe- 
ty Landon Collins earn unanimous first-team All-America honors 
while being selected as a finalist for the Nagurski Trophy, Thorpe 
Award and Lott Trophy. 

Smart crafted another elite Alabama defense in 2013 after losing 
six more players to the NFL. The Crimson Tide ranked fourth na- 
tionally in scoring defense (13.9 ppg) while ranking fifth in total de- 
fense (286.5 ypg), seventh in rushing defense (106.2 ypg) and 11th 
in pass defense (180.3 ypg). Alabama was fourth nationally in red 
zone defense and fourth in fewest first downs allowed. He helped 
mold defensive leader C.J. Mosley into the nation’s best linebacker 
and winner of the Butkus Award. 

Smart retooled the Alabama defense in 2012, molding a unit 
that lost six starters to the NFL after the 2011 season. The Tide led 
the nation in total defense (250.0 ypg), scoring defense (10.9 ppg) 
and rush defense (76.4 ypg) while ranking seventh in pass defense 
(174.3 ypg) and pass efficiency defense (103.72). The Tide defense 
featured two first team All-Americans in cornerback Dee Milliner 
and linebacker Mosley. Milliner was a finalist for the Thorpe Award, 
presented to the nation’s top defensive back. Mosley was a finalist 
for the Butkus Award. 

The 2011 defense led the nation in all five major categories in- 
cluding total defense (183.6 ypg), scoring defense (8.2 ppg), rushing 
defense (72.2 ypg), passing defense (111.5 ypg) and pass efficiency 
defense (83.69 rating). Dont’a Hightower (a finalist for the Lom- 
bardi Award, Lott Trophy, Butkus Award and Bednarik Award) led 
the team in total tackles with 85 and was selected in the first round 
of the 2012 NFL Draft by the New England Patriots. 

Smart’s rebuilding job in 2010 was impressive, as the Tide re- 
mained one of the nation’s elite defensive units while replacing 
nearly the entire defense (nine starters). Alabama led the SEC and 
ranked third nationally in scoring defense (13.5 ppg) and fifth na- 
tionally in total defense (286.4 ypg). 

The 2009 season was a special one for Smart, as he not only 
helped lead Alabama to the national championship but also took 
home the Broyles Award as the top assistant coach in the country. 
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The Smarts: Weston, Mary Beth, Julia, Kirby and Andrew 
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The UA defense again was regarded as one 
of the nation’s top units, leading the SEC and 
ranking second nationally in scoring defense 
(11.7 ppg), pass efficiency defense (87.7), 
rush defense (78.1 ypg) and total defense 
(244.1 ypg). 

In the 2010 BCS National Champion- 
ship game against Texas, the Tide recorded 
four interceptions and scored a defensive 
touchdown. Three players on Smart’s defense 
earned first-team All-America honors — line- 
backer Rolando McClain, cornerback Javier 
Arenas and nose guard Terrence Cody. Mc- 
Clain captured the Butkus Award and Cody 
was a finalist for several national awards. 

A four-time member of the SEC Aca- 
demic Honor Roll, Smart received his BBA 
degree in Finance from UGA in 1998 and 
his M.S. in Physical Education from Florida 
State in 2003. The Bainbridge, Ga., native 
is married to the former Mary Beth Lycett of 
McDonough, Ga., a 4-year letterwinner, and 
2-year starter, on the Georgia women’s basket- 
ball team from 2000-2003. The couple met long after their under- 
graduate days at UGA, when Lycett -- then working in the UGAAA 
business office -- helped arrange Smart’s trip to interview for the 
Bulldogs’ running backs coaching job in 2005.

Smart still ranks fifth in UGA history in career interceptions 
with 13. He was a first-team All-SEC choice as a senior in 
1998, when he led the league with five interceptions. Smart 
had six interceptions in his junior season of 1997. 
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Jim Chaney was named of- 
fensive coordinator and quarter- 
backs coach at UGA on Dec. 12, 
2015, after serving one year ina 
similar position at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

A 30-year coaching veteran 
in the Southeastern Conference, 
Big Ten, ACC, and the NFL, 
Chaney served the 2015 season 
at Pitt after a two-year tenure at Arkansas (2013-14). He has also 
served as offensive coordinator as Tennessee (2009-12), Purdue

Chaney also spent three years in the NFL with the St. Louis 
Rams (2006-08) working with the offensive line for two seasons 
and the tight ends for one.

Mel Tucker, assistant head 
coach and defensive backs coach 
at the University of Alabama and 
former NFL defensive coordi- 
nator, was named UGA defen- 
sive coordinator and secondary 
coach on January 12, 2016. 

Tucker joined the Crimson 
Tide staff in January, 2015, after 
serving seven years as an NFL 
defensive coordinator: two with 
the Chicago Bears (2013-14), four with the Jacksonville Jaguars 
(2009-12), and one with the Cleveland Browns (2008). The Jags 
ranked sixth in the league in total defense in 2011, allowing just 
313.0 yards per game. Tucker was Jacksonville’s interim head coach 
for the final five games of that season. He earned the additional title 
of assistant head coach with the Jaguars in 2012. 

Tucker was also on the Browns staff from 2005-07 as defensive 
backs coach before taking over as defensive coordinator in 2008. In 
that season, the Browns were second in the NFL with 23 intercep- 
tions and ranked 16th in scoring defense (21.9 points per game). 

Tucker joined Nick Saban’s staff at Michigan State as a graduate 
assistant in 1997. After two years there, he went to work as a defen- 
sive backs coach at Miami (Ohio) for one season in 1999. In 2000, 
Tucker returned to work with Saban at LSU for one season before 
going to Ohio State for a four-year stint (2001-04). The Buckeyes 
went 14-0 in 2002 and won the BCS National Championship. Tucker 
was elevated to co-defensive coordinator in 2004.

The 2014 campaign also saw the emergence of true freshman 
quarterback Brad Kaaya. In his rookie campaign with the Hur- 
ricanes, Kaaya broke several Miami rookie records, including the 
school standard for passing yards and touchdowns.

Sam Pittman was named offen- 
sive line coach at UGA on Dec. 12, 
2015, after serving three years at 
Arkansas as offensive line coach, 
associate head coach and recruiting 
coordinator. 

Pittman is widely regarded among 
the nation’s best offensive line 
coaches and recruiters. 

From 2012-15, a Pittman-coached 
offensive line has led the SEC in 
fewest sacks allowed—three years 
at Arkansas and one at Tennessee. 
Arkansas allowed only 1.00 sacks per game in 2015, 1.08 in 2014, and 0.67 
in 2013. In 2012, Pittman coached the Tennessee offensive line that led the 
SEC with just 0.67 sacks allowed per game. 

Since 2013, eight offensive linemen coached by Pittman have been 
drafted, including two first-round picks. In 2015, Pittman’s Arkansas team 
finished second in the SEC in total offense (456.8 ypg), second in scoring 
offense (40.2 ppg), and third in passing offense (264.2 ypg). 

He previously served as offensive line coach at Tennessee (2012), As- 
sociate Head Coach and offensive line coach at North Carolina (2007-11), 
and offensive line coach at Northern Illinois (2003-06). 

Of Pittman’s eight drafted offensive linemen in the last three years, 
Ja’ Wuan James was selected 19th overall by Miami in 2014 and Travis 
Swanson became the highest Razorback center draft pick in school history 
when he was picked 76th overall by Detroit. In 2013, Jonathan Cooper, who 
was tutored by Pittman for four seasons at UNC, was the seventh overall 
pick by Arizona, the earliest an offensive guard had been taken since 1986.

Skipper and guard Denver Kirkland each earned All-SEC honorable mention 
recognition from the Associated Press and freshman center Frank Ragnow was 
named to the coaches’ SEC All-Freshman team. Ragnow was also selected as 
one of the best true freshman in the nation when he was named to the Sporting 
News All-True Freshman team. 

Arkansas led the conference and was sixth in the nation in 2014 allow- 
ing one sack every 37.63 pass attempts. The Razorback offensive line kept 
opponents out of the backfield all season, and finished first in the SEC and 
fourth in the NCAA with an average of 3.75 tackles for loss allowed per game. 

Pittman oversaw the offensive line in 2013 at Tennessee, when the Volun- 
teers led the SEC and 
ranked fourth in the 
NCAA in fewest sacks 
allowed per game, fol- 
lowing five seasons 
coaching the offensive 
line at North Carolina. 

Pittman played at 
Pittsburg State, where 
he was a first-team 
NAIA All-American 
and twice earned all- 
conference recogni- 
tion. He graduated with 
a bachelor’s degree in 
1986 and was inducted 
into the PSU Athletics 
Hall of Fame in 1998.

In 2014, he was part of a staff that led the ‘Dogs to improvement in 
several categories from the year before including points/game (29.0 to 20.7), 
total defense (375.5 to 337.2 yards/game), passing yards allowed (227.4 to 
170.4, second-best in the SEC), average yards per catch (13.4 to 10.9), and 
was second in the SEC in passing efficiency defense (105.8). 

Rocker came to UGA after three years as defensive line coach with the 
NFL’s Tennessee Titans. He is a former Auburn All-America defensive tackle, 
1988 Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award winner, and was inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame in 2004. 

Rocker coached three years with the Titans (2011, °12, °13). In 2012, 
they ranked 10th in the NFL in sacks (39). In his first season with the Titans, 
DT Karl Klug led all NFL rookie tackles with seven sacks, ranking fourth 
among all NFL DT’s. 

Rocker joined the Titans after spending two seasons (2009-10) at Auburn 
as the defensive line coach. He helped develop Nick Fairley into the Lombardi 
Award winner and an AP All-American as a part of Auburn’s 2010 national 
championship team. In 2009, he coached Antonio Coleman, who led the SEC 
in tackles for loss (16.5) and sacks (10.0). Rocker spent one year at Ole Miss 
(2008) and mentored Greg Hardy (8.5 sacks) and Peria Jerry. The Rebel defense 
led the SEC and finished fourth in the country with 39 sacks. 

Rocker worked five seasons at Arkansas, during which time Jamaal 
Anderson earned a first-round selection in the 2007 NFL Draft after a 14-sack 
season. The 2005 Razorback unit ranked second in the SEC in sacks with 29 
and was fourth in rushing defense.

¢ Sophomore tailback Nick Chubb continued his historic streak, rushing 
for 131 yards on 15 carries, his 12th straight game over the 100-yard mark, as 
Georgia prevailed easily over Southern University and improved to 4-0 on the 
season.

Georgia 9, Missouri 6 
Oct. 17, 2015 * Sanford Stadium - Athens 


¢ Marshall Morgan’s 34-yard field goal with 1:44 left, his third of the 
night, gave Georgia a narrow but badly-needed victory over Missouri before 
a sellout crowd of 92,746 at Sanford Stadium. 

¢ The Bulldogs won a game without scoring a touchdown for the first 
time since 1995, when they defeated Kentucky by a 12-3 tally in Athens. 

¢ The Bulldog defense held Missouri to just a pair of field goals on 48 
plays and 164 yards. Georgia put the clamps on in the second half, holding 
Mizzou to just 37 yards in the game’s final 30 minutes. Mizzou made only 
three trips to the red zone for the game. One of those trips came in the open- 
ing minutes, when the Tigers intercepted Greyson Lambert and returned the 
ball to the 1-yard line. 

¢ Senior PK Marshall Morgan connected on a 29-yard field to tie the 
score at 3-all. He then knotted the score at 6-all at the end of the third quarter. 
He missed a 26-yarder with 5:40 left in the game. Then, he made a 34-yarder 
for a 9-6 edge with 1:44 left. It was Morgan’s second career game-winner to 
go with a 42-yarder to beat Tennessee in overtime in 2013 in Knoxville. 

¢ Freshman DT DaQuan Hawkins, freshman OLB Chuks Amaechi and 
senior SE Kenneth Towns all started for the first time.

¢ Junior QB Faton Bauta made his Ist career start and finished 15-for- 
33 for 154 yards plus four interceptions. Before today, he had seen action 
in every game this year but had not attempted any passes. In his career, his 
only passing came in 2014 (4-for-5 for 48 yards in three games). 

¢ Florida scored 20 points off five Bulldog miscues (fumble recovery 
of a muffed punt in the end zone and four interceptions, one of them at 
the 5-yard line). Before this game, Georgia’s opponents had scored just 17 
points off nine Bulldog turnovers. 

¢ Senior Malcolm Mitchell went over 2,000 receiving yards for his 
career after a 13-yard catch in the second quarter. He finished with four 
receptions for 60 yards. 

¢ Redshirt sophomore Brice Ramsey handled the punting duties for the 
first time this season and posted a 43.4 average on five punts. His first one 
went a career-long 50 yards. Before this game, the only time Ramsey had 
punted in his career was once against South Carolina this year, a 42-yarder.

* Georgia’s defense shut down Georgia Tech for over 56 minutes and the 
Bulldogs forged just enough offense to post a hard-fought victory in the two 
rivals’ annual meeting. 

¢ Sony Michel, who got Georgia on the board with a touchdown run on 
its first possession, became the 13th Bulldog to hit the 1,000-yard mark in a 
single season. He finished the day with 24 carries and 149 yards as well as a 
touchdown. 

¢ Sophomore Dominick Sanders set a school record for interception 
return yards in a season after his team-leading fifth pick. His 22-yard return 
gave him 205 yards for the year, breaking the previous mark of 189 by Eli 
Maricich in 1948 on eight INTs. Sanders eventually got his ninth career inter- 
ception, his sixth for the season, in Georgia’s Taxslayer Bowl win over Penn 
State. 

¢ Freshman Terry Godwin compiled eight catches for 78 yards, both 
career highs. His previous career high was six catches for 78 yards in the win 
over Missouri on Oct. 17. 

¢ Freshman inside linebacker Natrez Patrick made his first career start. 
He became the 22nd first-time starter this year. He was credited with a career- 
high four tackles, one sack and 2 TFL 

¢ For the first time this season, Georgia’s defense pitched a shutout in the 
first half, and it was the first time that Tech has been shut out through the first 
two periods. Overall, Tech was held to a season-low 7 points today and had 
just 194 yards on the ground after averaging 31 points/game and 261 rushing 
yards/game.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. -- After jumping ahead 24-3 in the third 
quarter, Georgia was able to hold on and beat Penn State (7-6) by a final 
score of 24-17 in the TaxSlayer Bowl at Jacksonville’s EverBank Field. 

Freshman wideout Terry Godwin became the first non-quarterback to 
throw for a score for Georgia since 2005, and the first Bulldog wideout to 
throw for a score since 1998, when he hit senior Malcolm Mitchell in stride 
for a 44-yard strike for the first touchdown of the game. Later in the first 
half, he pulled in a 17-yard touchdown from Greyson Lambert. 

On the offensive side, Mitchell capped off a strong career with five re- 
ceptions for 114 yards and a score. Tailback Sony Michel also had a strong 
game to end his sophomore season, amassing 85 yards rushing that included 
a 21-yard scamper for a score in the third quarter. 

The Bulldog defense dominated in the first half, holding Penn State to 
just 182 yards of offense and 39 yards rushing in the opening 30 minutes 
while forcing an interception on the game’s first possession. The turnover 
from Christian Hackenberg was the sixth pick of the season for safety Dom- 
inick Sanders. 

Offensively, Georgia was sparked by Godwin’s play, which included a 
44-yard strike to Mitchell early in the second quarter and a 17-yard grab for 
a touchdown later to expand the Bulldogs’ lead to 17-3 before the intermis- 
sion. 

After the break, Michel’s 21-yard sprint late in the third quarter ex- 
tended the lead, just one drive after Georgia took over deep in Penn State 
territory but squandered the scoring opportunity. 

The Nittany Lions broke through for a touchdown on the first play 
of the fourth quarter with backup quarterback Trace McSorley connecting 
with Geno Lewis for a 17-yard score to trim Georgia’s advantage to 14 
points. Two drives later, McSorley hit DaeSean Hamilton for a score down 
the seam for 20 yards to make the score 24-17. 

The Bulldogs got the ball back with 6:07 remaining in the contest, and 
behind a methodical drive and several strong runs by senior back Keith 
Marshall, were able to run the clock down to under 90 seconds. The defen- 
sive unit finished the game on the field, knocking down a 43-yard Hail Mary 
heave on the final play that could have tied the game.

Worth Noting... 


¢ Georgia made its 51st all-time appearance in a bowl game (19th straight) 
and that ranks tied for fourth nationally behind Alabama (61), Texas (53) and 
Nebraska (52). Georgia improved to 29-19-3 in bowl games; the 29 wins ranks 
third nationally. Georgia is now 3-1-1 in bowl games in Jacksonville and 44-40-1 
in the city. 

¢ The Bulldogs capped a 10-win season with today’s victory to finish 10-3. It 
marked the 22nd time in school history that Georgia has won at least 10 games in 
a year, and the seniors ended their career 40-13. 

¢ Freshman wideout Terry Godwin completed a 44-yard TD pass to senior 
Malcolm Mitchell for a 10-3 edge. He became the first non-QB to throw a TD pass 
for the Bulldogs since running back Thomas Brown tossed a nine-yard strike to 
Joe Tereshinski (QB) versus Florida in 2005 here in Jacksonville at EverBank 
Field (Alltell Stadium). Godwin is the first Bulldog wideout to throw a TD pass 
since 1998 when Michael Greer hurled a 68-yard strike to tight end Larry Brown 
against Ga. Tech in Athens. 

¢ Senior wideout Malcolm Mitchell notched his fourth career 100+ receiv- 
ing yards game, ending up with five catches for 114 yards and one TD. He ends 
his career ranked 3rd in school history with 174 catches, 6th in receiving yards 
(2,350) and tied for 8th in TD receptions (16). Meanwhile, PK Marshall Morgan 
ended his career ranked 3rd in SEC and school history with 407 points, behind 
only Blair Walsh (412) and Billy Bennett (409), both UGA alums. Morgan kicked 
a 44-yard FG and a PAT before missing the second half with an ankle injury.

Former University of Georgia All- 
America center Dr. Tom Lyons, direc- 
tor of the Center for Women’s Care 
and Reproductive Surgery in Atlanta, 
was one of six selected nationally to 
receive the 1996 award. 

Lyons was chosen to present the 
acceptance response in behalf of all 
Silver Anniversary winners at the 
1996 NCAA convention, a group 
which included football legends Joe 
Theisman of Notre Dame and Jack 
Youngblood of Florida and track great 
Marty Liquori of Villanova. 

Since beginning his medical practice 
full time, Lyons has become one of the 


nation’s leading physicians in the field of obstetrics and gynecology. 

A two-time All-America and All-SEC lineman (1969 and *70), Lyons was 
awarded the prestigious NCAA Post-Graduate Scholarship and National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame Post-Graduate Fellowship. He was a six-year starter 
with the NFL’s Denver Broncos, attending medical school and completed his 
internship and residency at the University of Colorado during his NFL playing 


career. 


1986 NCAA SILVER ANNIVERSARY AWARD 
FRAN TARKENTON, QB (1958-60) 


Fran Tarkenton, All-America quarterback at 
Georgia and All-Pro with both the Minnesota-Vi- 
kings and New York Giants of the NFL, became 
the Bulldogs’ first recipient of the prestigious 
NCAA Silver Anniversary Award in 1986. 

A native of Athens who first played in Sanford 
Stadium as part of the Athens YMCA’s youth 
games prior to Bulldog contests, Tarkenton was 
a two-time first-team All-Southeastern Confernce 
selection and led Georgia to the 1959 SEC-Cham- 
pionship. 

After throwing four touchdowns in his first NFL 
game, Tarkenton enjoyed an illustrious 18-year pro 
career and was named the league MVP in-1975. 
When he retired from the NFL in 1978, Tarkenton 
was the league’s all-time leader in passing attempts (6,467) completions (3,686), 
yardage (47,003) and touchdowns (342). Vikings coach Bud Grant said Tarkenton 
was ‘‘the greatest quarterback ever to play the game.”’ 

The same year Tarkenton received the NCAA's Silver Anniversary Award, he 
was also inducted into the NFL Hall of Fame. The following year, 1987, Tarkenton 
was enshrined into the College Football Hall of Fame as well.

The Centennial Olympic Games of 1996 added a historic chapter to the 
70-plus year history of Sanford Stadium. The home of the Bulldogs hosted 
the medal round of the men's and women's Olympic soccer in July, 1996. 

The largest crowd ever to witness a women's soccer game saw the 
United States defeat China, 2-1, to claim the first-ever women's Olympic 
gold medal in the sport.

DR. STEADMAN V. SANFORD 


Bor August 20, 1871, Dr. Steadman 
Vincent Sanford joined the Georgia faculty 
in 1903 and instantly became one of the Uni- 
versity's most popular people. He founded 
the Henry W. Grady School of Journalism in 
1921, served as University Dean from 1927- 
32, and held the post of University president 


and chancellor until 1935 when he was named 

chancellor of the entire University System 

of Georgia. He also held the position of 

faculty chairman of athletics while on the UGA faculty. He was the 
force behind the construction of Sanford Stadium in 1929 and was 
termed many times as "the best friend of athletics." He was largely 
responsible for persuading the Bulldogs of Yale to make their first 
trip ever south of the Mason-Dixon line to play the dedication game 
of Sanford Stadium in 1929. He died September 15, 1945.

Wyant, Gary W.: 1970, Secondary 


* later became head coach 


Dr. Charles Herty 
(Georgia), 1892 


Herty was Georgia’s first 
coach, but in those days he was 
referred to as the “trainer.” Com- 
monly known as the father of 
Georgia football, he was a mem- 
ber of the University’s faculty 
working as a professor in the chemistry department. 
Herty was a graduate of Georgia and received his Ph.D. 
at John Hopkins University. While at the Baltimore 
school he saw a different version of the sport of Rugby, 
referred to as football. Herty returned to Athens in the 
fall of 1891 as a member of the faculty. He gathered 
some students and told them of the games that he had 
seen. Herty initiated the formation of a team by help- 
ing the students prepare a field of play or “gridiron”. 
The University’s Glee Club contributed the princely 
sum of $50.00 to finance the removal of rocks and the 
filling of holes on the field. Goal posts were set up 
and Herty became the first coach of a Georgia football 
team. Herty later earned national fame as a scientist in 
the development of the turpentine and pine pulpwood 
industry. Georgia’s football field was later renamed 
in his honor. 


Ernest Brown (UGA), 1893 


Brown was a Georgia graduate student who volun- 
teered to coach the Bulldogs during the 1893 season. 
Brown led the Bulldogs to a 2-2-1 season, and also 
played halfback that season. 


Robert Winston (UGA), 1894 


Winston was an Englishman and former Rugby 
player and coach who had coached Yale, Amherst, 
Rochester and Syracuse prior to arriving in Athens in 
the fall of 1894. Winston was Georgia’s first “paid 
coach” and was known to put Georgia’s players 
through some rigorous training prior to the season. He 
coached Georgia to a 10-8 win over Auburn and four 
other victories during that 
5-1-0 season. 


Glenn “Pop” 
Warner (Cornell), 
1895-1896 


Warner is a name that is 
synonymous with the game 
of football . Warner, a Cor- 
nell graduate, came to Athens 
in September of 1895. He 
was signed to a $34-a-week 
salary for ten weeks in his first season and received an 
increase to $40 for his second season. He coached the 
Bulldogs, then known as the Red and Black, for two 
seasons, and led Georgia to one of its three undefeated 
seasons—4-0 in 1896. Warner later went on to coach at 
the Carlisle Indian School, where he coached the leg- 
endary Jim Thorpe, and later at Pittsburgh and Stanford. 


Charles McCarthy (Brown), 
1897-1898 


McCarthy, a Brown University graduate, became 
Georgia’s fifth head football coach and was almost the 
school’s last. McCarthy inherited a fine Georgia team 
from Warner, including an outstanding quarterback 


named Richard “Von” Gammon. Gammon was criti- 
cally injured in a game against Virginia, and died later 
that day. Although many called for the abolishment 
of football, the sport survived after a plea to state 
government officials by Gammon’s mother. In 1898 
McCarthy coached the Georgia squad to victories over 
Tech and Vanderbilt, but suffered a controversial and 
disputed 18-17 loss to Auburn. 


Gordon Saussy (Cornell), 1899 


Saussy was a former Cornell player who came to 
Athens from Savannah and at the age of 26, coached 
Georgia for one season. During the 1899 season his 
Bulldogs defeated both Georgia Tech and Clemson and 
played Auburn to a controversial 0-0 tie. The Tigers 
led 11-6 with a minute to play when the contest was 
disrupted by an unruly mob that prevented the official 
conclusion of the game. Saussy went on to become 
Mayor of Savannah and Chairman of the State of 
Georgia Bicentennial Celebration (1933), bringing 
President Roosevelt to Savannah. He was awarded 
the first Lucas Trophy by the City of Savannah and 
later brought to Savannah Dr. Charles Herty, the 
father of pulp paper production and Georgia's first 
coach. Dr. Herty was living in Saussy's home when 
he passed away. 


E.E. Jones (Princeton), 1900 


Jones succeeded Saussy at the helm of Georgia’s 
program but didn’t fare much better. He was a 
Princeton graduate that came to Athens on the recom- 
mendation of university benefactor Arthur Poe. His 
team finished 2-4, lacked offensive output, and was 
outscored 159 to 28 in their six contests. 


Billy Reynolds (Princeton), 
1901-1902 


Reynolds came to UGA from the University of 
North Carolina, where he had coached the previous 
four years. Reynolds, a Princeton graduate, inherited 
a below average team, but in two seasons he was able 
to turn the Georgia program around. After a woeful 
1-5-2 season in 1901, his 1902 squad went 4-2-1, with 
victories over Alabama and Auburn. 


M.M. Dickinson (UGA), 
1903, 1905 


Dickinson came to UGA at the turn of the century as 
a transfer from Mercer University. While at Georgia 
he played football and baseball on the 1900, 1901 and 
1902 teams. In football he was a halfback and base- 
ball a catcher. He was captain of the 1901 baseball 
team. After graduation he coached both sports at the 
University in 1903, leading the football team to a 3-4 
record with wins over Tech and Auburn. He played 
professional baseball in the Texas League in 1904 
and returned to Athens in 1905 to coach football and 
baseball. The 1905 team won only one game against 
Dahlonega, 16-12, and lost five. Dickinson left 
Athens in 1905 and entered the 
newspaper business, where he 
worked until his death in 1950. 


Charles A. Barnard 
(Harvard), 1904 


Barnard, a native Bostonian, 
was none too popular with his 
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players and became more and more unpopular to fans as 
his team lost five consecutive games after their opening 
52-0 win over Florida. 


W.S. “Bull” Whitney (Syracuse), 
1906-1907 


Whitney was a Syracuse graduate that came to the 
University in 1906 from North Carolina A & M where 
he had gone undefeated the previous season. He did 
not achieve the same success, however. During the 
1906 season, the forward pass was legalized. Whitney 
tried to take advantage of this new play, but it was an 
errant pass that led to Georgia’s first defeat of that 
season. His 1906 team went 2-4-1 and was part of 
the “Ringer” controversy in the 1907 Tech game that 
forced his vacating the coaching duties to interim coach 
Branch Bocock who coached the final three games of 
that season. Whitney was very superstitious and would 
not reveal his starting lineup until just before kickoff. 


Branch Bocock (Georgetown), 
1908 


Bocock was a Georgetown graduate and former 
player who took the reins of the Georgia program after 
Whitney. Bocock worked in the law office of Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter, and it was McWhorter that al- 
lowed Bocock to leave the office in the afternoons to 
train the Georgia team. Bocock led Georgia to a 5-2-1 
record in 1908. Perhaps his biggest coaching win was 
when his Georgia team upset Auburn 6-0 in 1907 when 
he was the interim coach after Whitney left Georgia 
after the Tech game. 


J. Coulter and Frank Dobson 
(Brown), 1909 


Coulter and Dobson served almost as “co-coaches” of 
the Georgia team in 1909. Coulter, a Brown University 
graduate, had no previous head coaching experience 
and was unable to get the Georgia offense in gear. So 
he hired Frank Dobson, a Roanoke, Va., native who 
had assisted John W. Heisman at Tech. He inserted 
several trick plays into the Georgia offense, and they 
became the talk of Athens, but that still didn’t prevent 
UGA from going 1-4-2. Dobson moved on to Clemson 
in 1910, where he was its first paid football coach and 
also the school’s baseball and first basketball coach. 


W.A. Cunningham 
(Vanderbilt), 
1910-1919 


Cunningham gave the Georgia 
program what it had so desper- 
ately needed at that juncture in its 
history— continuity and a win- 
ner. Until Cunningham, a Vanderbilt graduate, arrived 
in Athens, the Georgia coaching post had been held by 
13 coaches in 18 years. Cunningham was hired by Dr. 
Steadman Vincent Sanford and remained coach for nine 
years. He coached Georgia’s first All-American, Bob 
McWhorter, and the legendary George “Kid” Woodruff. 
He led Georgia to seven winning seasons, and an overall 
record of 43-18-9. Cunningham entered the Army when 
the United States entered World War I, and came back 
to coach one more year, before re-entering the Army 
where he reached the rank of General. 
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Herman J. Stegeman (Chicago), 
1920-1922 


Stegeman was a 1919 gradu- 
ate of the University of Chicago, 
where he played under the leg- 
endary Amos Alonzo Stagg. He 
was sent to Athens by the Army to 
install a physical training program 
for the University’s R.O.T.C. 
students. Stegeman also doubled 
as an assistant under W.A. Cun- 
ningham and later assumed his 
role as head coach of the program in 1920. Stegeman 
was the coach of the original “Bulldogs” of 1920 that 
went 8-0-1 and won the Southern Conference Cham- 
pionship. Stegeman coached two more years and 
had a 20-6-3 career mark at the helm of the Georgia 
program. Stegeman’s contributions to the University 
were not solely limited to coaching the football team. 
He also coached baseball, basketball, track, and held 
the positions of Athletic Director and Dean of Male 
Students. Stegeman remained at Georgia for 18 more 
years as Athletic Director and Dean of Male Students. 
Stegeman Coliseum on the Georgia campus is named 
in his honor. 


George Cecil “Kid” Woodruff 
(UGA), 1923-1927 


Woodruff, a captain and star 
on the 1911 Georgia team, 
returned to his alma mater in 
1923 as its head football coach. 
Woodruff introduced the Notre 
Dame “Box 4” shift offense to 
southern football. He had wit- 
nessed the effectiveness of the 
offense when the Fightin’ Irish 
destroyed Tech 35-7 in 1923. 
He decided that he wanted 
to implement the same system at Georgia. Woodruff 
brought three of Rockne’s disciples, Frank Thomas 
and Harry Mehre, and later Jim Crowley to tutor the 
Georgia men about the finer points of the most popular 
offense of the day. Woodruff, an extremely successful 
businessman from Columbus drew a salary of only a 
dollar per year, and Georgia got more than its money’s 
worth from him. Woodruff’s 1927 squad went 9-1 
and won the Southern Conference Championship, and 
he went on to compile a 32-16-1 record over his five 
seasons at the helm. His most notable accomplishment 
might be that he gave three legendary coaches their 
start in the profession: Thomas of Alabama, Mehre of 
Georgia and Ole Miss and Crowley of Michigan State 
and Fordham. The football practice fields behind the 
Butts-Mehre building are named for Woodruff. 


Harry Mehre (Notre Dame), 
1928-1937 


Mehre came to UGA as an 
assistant coach on the recom- 
mendation of Knute Rockne. 
Mehre took over the head 
coaching duties in 1928 and 
led Georgia to a 59-34-6 re- 
cord in his ten years as coach. 
He was a master at getting 
his team prepared for the big 
game, and perhaps none bigger than Georgia’s 15-0 
victory over Yale in the dedication game of Sanford 
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Stadium in 1929. Mehre was the only coach in the 
country to knock off Yale five straight times when Yale 
was at its height. These victories over Yale and other 
eastern schools brought Georgia to national promi- 
nence. Mehre also led the Bulldogs to a 7-7 tie against 
the “Seven Blocks of Granite,” undefeated Fordham, 
and knocked them out of the Rose Bowl. Mehre left 
Georgia in 1937 to assume the head coaching duties 
at Ole Miss where he remained for eight seasons and 
compiled a 39-26-1 record. Mehre left Ole Miss in 
1945 and became a soft drink wholesaler and football 
analyst for the ATLANTA JOURNAL for 22 years. 
The Butts-Mehre Heritage Hall on the University of 
Georgia campus is named for him. 


Joel Hunt (Texas A&M), 1938 


Hunt came to the University in the winter of 1938 
and remained for only one season. He was a star player 
at Texas A&M and won that school’s award for being 
the top athlete in 1929 when he scored 19 touchdowns 
for the Aggies. After serving an assistantship at LSU 
he came to Athens and guided the Bulldogs, captained 
by Quinton Lumpkin, to a 5-4-1 record in the 1938 
season. Hunt never captured the favor of Georgia’s 
fans and alumni and left Athens after just one season. 
Perhaps Hunt’s greatest accomplishment was leav- 
ing a little-known line coach behind to succeed him, 
Wally Butts. Hunt went on to coach at the University 
of Wyoming and later returned to LSU. 


Wally Butts (Mercer), 
1939-1960 


Butts came to UGA as 
an assistant under one- 
year head coach Joel Hunt 
and remained for 22 years 
at the head of Georgia’s 
program. He was known 
as the 'Little Round Man' 
to most fans, but as a bona 
fide coaching genius to 
others in the profession. 
He led the Bulldogs to previously unparalleled success 
with six bowl appearances, four SEC championships, 
140 victories and an undefeated season in 1946. He 
was known as an advocate of the passing game and 
brought that to the forefront of offensive thinking in 
Southern collegiate play. He coached a Heisman win- 
ner (Frank Sinkwich, 1942), a Maxwell award winner 
(Charley Trippi, 1946), and the “Peerless Pilot” Francis 
Tarkenton. Butts resigned in 1960, but stayed on at 
Georgia as Athletic Director until his retirement in 
1963. He later went on to a highly successful career 
in the insurance business until his death in 1973. 
The Butts-Mehre Heritage Hall on the University of 
Georgia campus is named in his honor. 


Johnny Griffith 
(UGA), 1961-1963 


Griffith was a former 
Bulldog player and member 
of the undefeated 1946 team, 
and succeeded the legendary 
Butts by taking the reins of the 
Georgia program on January 
6, 1961. Griffith was known 
as an excellent recruiter in his days as a Georgia as- 
sistant from 1956-1960. He was unable to establish a 
winning program in those years after Butts, and was 
a combined 1-8 against Florida, Auburn, and Tech. 


His biggest coaching victory was a 30-21 upset win 
over Auburn in 1962. He did coach one of Georgia’s 
all-time greatest passers, Larry Rakestraw, who is 
still prominent in the Bulldog record books. Griffith 
resigned his coaching duties in December, 1963, and 
later went on to establish a successful construction 
business in Atlanta. He became a tireless worker in 
behalf of the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame 
and was selected for induction into the Hall in 1997. 


Vince Dooley 
(Auburn), 
1964-1988 


Dooley is the most suc- 
cessful coach in Georgia 
history. He guided the 
Bulldogs to over 200 vic- 
tories in a quarter century 
at the helm of the Georgia 
program and is one of the 
best known and most highly regarded coaches in 
the country. He was hired in January 1964 by then 
Athletic Director Joel Eaves to bring life back to the 
Georgia program and succeeded beyond all expecta- 
tions. His teams became known for their outstanding 
toughness, sound fundamentals, and finding a way 
to win en route to a career record of 201-77-10. He 
became only the ninth coach in NCAA Division I his- 
tory to win over 200 games. The Bulldogs won one 
national championship (1980) and six SEC Cham- 
pionships under his direction. He took his teams 
to 20 Bowl games and coached a Heisman Trophy 
winner (Herschel Walker, 1982), a Maxwell Award 
Winner (Walker, 1982), an Outland Award Winner 
(Bill Stanfill, 1968), 40 First Team All-Americans 
and 10 Academic All-Americans. He was named 
NCAA National Coach of the Year by every major 
poll in 1980 and by Chevrolet-WTBS in 1982. A 
former president of the American Football Coaches 
Association, Dooley was named SEC Coach of the 
Year seven times and NCAA District Coach of the 
Year on six occasions. During his tenure, seven of 
his players earned the prestigious National Football 
Foundation post-graduate scholarship and 11 former 
players received the equally-coveted NCAA post- 
graduate scholarship. Seventy-seven of his players 
earned Academic All-SEC recognition. He holds the 
unique distinction of being inducted into the Sports 
Hall of Fame in two different states, Georgia and 
Alabama. Dooley is a 1994 inductee into the National 
College Football Hall of Fame. 


Ray Goff (UGA), 
1989-1995 


Goff succeeded Vince 
Dooley in 1988. He was a 
former player and All-SEC 
quarterback under Dooley 
from 1973-1976, and cap- 
tain of the Southeastern 
Conference Champions in 
1976 when he was named SEC Player of the Year. 
After serving three years as an assistant coach at 
South Carolina, he became one of Dooley’s assistants 
at Georgia from 1981-1988. In seven seasons, Goff 
coached the Bulldogs to a 46-34-1 record, four bowls 
(with victories over Arkansas in the 1991 Indepen- 
dence Bow] and Ohio State in the 1993 Citrus Bowl), 
and an eighth place national ranking following the 
10-2 campaign in 1992. 


Former Head Coaches e5 


Jim Donnan (N.C. State) 
1996-2000 


In Jim Donnan’s five years as head coach, UGA compiled 
a 40-19 overall record, including 25-15 in SEC play (5-6 in 
°96, 10-2 in 97, 9-3 in’98, 8-4 in 99, and 8-4 in 2000). And 
for the first time in school history, the Bulldogs won bowl 
games in four consecutive seasons. 

Under his direction, Georgia also finished in the nation’s 
top 20 a school- record four consecutive seasons—10th in 97; 14th in ’98, 16th in 
°99, and 17th in 2000. In addition, Georgia set two home game attendance marks 
averaging 85,618 per game in 1998 and in 1999 and 2000 sold out every home game 
for an average of 86,117 in 1999 — fifth best in the country—and 86,520 in 2000. 

Anative of Burlington, N.C., Donnan came to Georgia after a record-setting run 
at Marshall. In six years, his teams won 64 games, one national title (1992), three 
national runner-up finishes (1991, ’93,’95), and five straight trips to the post-season 
playoffs. He was named national 1-AA Coach of the Year twice (1992,’95). 


Mark Richt (Miami, Fla.) 
2001-15 


Mark Richt built quite a legacy in 15 seasons as UGA’s 
head coach. By winning percentage, he ranks first among 
all Georgia coaches at .740 over 15 seasons, and he ranks 
second only to Vince Dooley in victories with 145. 

Richt led Georgia to two SEC Championships (2002, ‘05), 
five SEC Eastern Division titles and tied for another. He was 
named SEC Coach of the Year in both 2002 and 2005. He 
was also one of only seven coaches in history to win two SEC championships (2002, 
2005) in his first five years, and one of just seven head coaches in SEC history to 
record four straight 10-win seasons (2002-05). His record against non-conference 
teams was 60-11 and his teams were an impressive 49-16 when playing in an op- 
ponent’s home stadium. 

Just as important as Richt’s win-loss record was his stewardship of the program 
away from the playing field. More than 300 players under his guidance earned aca- 
demic degrees. The Bulldogs drew praise nationally for their work in the Athens area 
community. Perhaps most important, however, was his founding of the Paul Oliver 
Network, a program that supports lettermen in their transition to life after football. 


Bryan McClendon (UGA) 
2015 (‘16 TaxSlayer Bowl) 


Four-year UGA letterman Bryan McClendon was named 
Interim Head Coach of the Bulldogs on Dec. 3, 2015, and he 
served in that capacity through Georgia’s victory over Penn 
State in the 2016 TaxSlayer Bowl. 

McClendon had been a member of the Georgia coaching 
staff since 2007. Prior to his appointment as Interim Head 
Coach, he had been the Bulldogs’ Assistant Head Coach, Passing Game Coordinator 
and Wide Receivers Coach in 2015.

Vince Dooley 
The University of Georgia 
Director of Athletics, 1979-2004 


There may be no more decorated 
director of athletics in the country 
than Georgia’s Vince Dooley who 
served as head football coach at 
UGA from December, 1963, to Jan. 
1, 1988, and as Director of Athletics 
from 1979-2004. He was a man of 
great foresight in times of chart- 
ing the future, stability in times of 
change, and vision in critical times 
that shaped the path of college 
athletics. 

His national stature is evident by 
his most recent honors: 2010 Bear 
Bryant Lifetime Achievement Award; 2004 James J. Corbett Memorial 
Award presented annually by the National Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics (NACDA), the highest honor one can achieve 
in collegiate athletics administration; the 2004 John L. Toner Award 
presented annually by the National Football Foundation and College 
Hall of Fame for superior administrative abilities and outstanding 
dedication to college athletics; 2005 Francis J. “Reds” Bagnell Award 
Contributions to the Game of Football by the Maxwell Club; and the 
2004 Contributions to College Football Award presented by National 
College Football Awards Association and ESPN. He was also selected 
to the Georgia Trend Magazine Hall of Fame in 2004 and was named 
by the magazine one of the Top 100 Georgians of the Century in 2000. 

Under his watch as athletic director, Georgia teams won 20 national 
championships (ten in his final six years) including an unprecedented 
four during the 1998-99 year (women’s swimming, gymnastics, men’s 
tennis, men’s golf). During Dooley’s tenure Georgia athletic teams 
won 78 SEC team championships and numerous individual national 
titles in both men’s and women’s sports. In the annual Directors’ Cup 
national all-sports competition, Georgia teams earned top ten finishes 
in five of his final seven years as Director of Athletics. 

He was also a standard-bearer for academic excellence. Under his 
leadership, more than 100 Georgia student-athletes were named first 
team Academic All-America, more than 50 received NCAA Post- 
Graduate Scholarships, seven were named recipients of the SEC’s 
Boyd McWhorter Scholar-Athlete of the Year award, seven NCAA 
Top Eight Award winners, three NCAA Woman of the Year recipients, 
two Walter Byers Award winners, and well over $275,000 was awarded 
to the University’s general scholarship fund through performances by 
Georgia student-athletes.

McWhorter was inducted into the College Football Hall 
of Fame in 1954, the State of Georgia Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1964, and the UGA Circle of Honor in 1996. 
Bob McWhorter, one of Georgia’s mostrevered athletes, 
died June 29, 1960. UGA’s McWhorter residence hall 
is named in his honor. 


#18 David Paddock, QB 
Brooklyn, N.Y. - 1914 
(Parke Davis, NY Herald) 


The University of Georgia’s 
second All-American, the New 
York native played quarterback 
and captained the 1914 UGA 
football team. He played un- 
der Coach Alex Cunningham and was a teammate 
of Georgia’s first All-American Bob McWhorter. 
Paddock, a member of the 1914 All-Southern team 
and the Georgia all-time team, is the only player in 
school history to have a petition circulated by the 
student body requesting that he play for the Bulldogs. 


Joe Bennett, T 
Statesboro, Ga. 
1922 (Walter Camp) 
1923 (NEA, Billy Evans) 


Joseph Bennett, Jr. made the 
first team as a freshman, was a 
four-year starter at tackle for 
the Bulldogs and captain of the 1923 squad. Coach 
H. J. Stegeman’s 1920-22 teams were outstanding and 
Joe Bennett’s play was a major reason why. During 
his playing days Georgia compiled a record of 25-9-4 
and Bennett was selected to the All-Southern first team 
in 1922 and 1923. He is also a member of Georgia’s 
all-time team. Bennett also starred on the Georgia 
basketball team from 1922 to 1924. After leaving the 
university he became an executive with Coca Cola in 
Atlanta and Los Angeles. Joe Bennett was inducted 
into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1984. 


I.M. (Chick) Shiver, E 
Sylvester, Ga. 
1927 ( AP) 


Ivy M. Shiver captained both the 
football and baseball teams in 
1927. Shiver was selected to the 
Associated Press All-America 
first team at end and was also an 
exceptional punter. He served as ends coach at Georgia 
from 1928-1936 while pursuing a pro baseball career. 
After retiring from baseball Shiver enjoyed a successful 
career in coaching at the junior college and high school 
levels. He served as president of the Georgia Athletic 
Coaches Association and was voted an Honorary Life 
Member in the Georgia Athletic Coaches Association in 
recognition of his contributions to the Association and 
to the coaching profession. He was inducted into the 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1966. 
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#79 Tom A. Nash, E 
Washington, Ga.- 1927 
(AAB, Rice, Walter Camp) 


Tom Nash played on the 1927 
“Dream and Wonder” team before 
playing five seasons in the NFL for 
the Green Bay Packers, winning 
championships in 1929, ’30, and *31. 


Nash returned to the university in 1943 as an assistant line 
coach. He later became the head coach at Washington High 
School and the principal of the elementary school. Nash 
also played Double A and Triple A baseball. Tom Nash, 
Sr. was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1972. 


Herb Maffett, E 
Atlanta, Ga., 1930 (NY Sun) 


| Herbert Maffett was a four year 
starter at end for the Bulldogs from 
1927 to 1931. He played both of- 
fense and defense. Legendary coach 
Wally Butts said that Maffett was one 
of the greatest ends he ever coached 
at UGA. Maffett was voted captain of the 1930 football 
team after leading the Bulldogs to a 15-0 victory over 
Yale in the 1929 Sanford Stadium dedication game. He is 
a member of the Georgia Bulldog Hall of Heroes and the 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame. 


Ralph (Red) Maddox, G 
Calhoun, Ga.- 1930 (INS) 


Ralph Maddox became recognized 
as Georgia’s eighteenth All-Ameri- 
can 32 years after his playing days 
were over. Former Georgia publi- 
cist Dan Magill uncovered infor- 
mation that indicated that Maddox 
had made the International News 
Service All-American team in 1930. However, this honor 
had never been recorded. Unfortunately, Maddox was not 
able to enjoy this recognition of his accomplishments. He 
was killed during the Normandy Invasion of World War II. 


#13 Vernon “Catfish” Smith, E 
Macon, Ga. 
1931 (AP, Rice, Collier) 


Vernon Smith entered the Univer- 
sity of Georgia in 1928 after a stel- 
lar career as a high school athlete. 
He was an All-Southern end from 
1929-1931 and captained the 1932 
Southern Conference Champion- 
ship team. He also played basketball and baseball while 
attending UGA. Smith later coached ends and baseball for 
the University of Georgia, the University of South Caro- 
lina, and the University of Mississippi. In 1979, Smith, a 
member of the Georgia all-time team and State of Georgia 
Sports Hall of Fame, was inducted into the National College 
Football Hall of Fame. 


#26 John Bond, HB 
Toccoa, Ga.- 1935 
(All-American Board of FB) 


While attending UGA, Bond par- 
ticipated in both football and track 
for the Bulldogs. Captain of the G& 
1935 football team, Bond led a class wy 

that went 21-9 from 1933-1935. 

He was also very involved with groups and organizations 
on campus. Bond served as president of the Campus 
Y.M.C.A., and the “G” Club, and held memberships in 
prestigious organizations like Sphinx, Gridiron, and Scab- 
bard and Blade. In the 1935 Pandora, Bond was voted the 
most popular young man on campus. After graduation, he 
attended the State Medical College at Augusta and later 
served as surgeon in World War II. Bond was inducted 
in to the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1992. 


#25 Bill Hartman, FB 
Thomaston, Ga. 
1937 (All-American Board 
of Football) 


Inducted into the National College 
Football Hall of Fame in 1984, 
Hartman earned All-America hon- 
ors at UGA in 1937 before playing 
two seasons with the Washington Redskins. In 1938, 
while filling in for Redskins tailback Sammy Baugh, he 
completed 13 consecutive passes against Brooklyn. He 
returned to Georgia in 1939 under head coach Wally Butts 
as backfield coach and served in that capacity until 1956. 
Hartman also served as volunteer kicking coach for the 
Bulldogs from 1970 to 1994. He was inducted in to the 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1981 and the UGA 
Circle of Honor in 1999. 


#21 Frank Sinkwich, HB 
McKees Rock, Pa./ 


Youngstown, Ohio 
1941 (AP, CP, UP, AAB, Col- 
liers, Look, 

Liberty, Esquire, Post, Time, 
Spt. News) 

1942 (AP, UP, CP, INS, NEA, 
Colliers, Look, Liberty, Post, 
Time, Spt. News, Walter Camp) 

Aunanimous All-American selection in 1942, Frank Sink- 
wich was the University of Georgia’s first Heisman Trophy 
winner that same year. In his junior and senior seasons, 
Sinkwich captained the Bulldogs to bowl victories over 
Texas Christian (Orange Bowl) and UCLA (Rose Bowl). 
He also led Georgia’s “Point-A-Minute” Freshman team 
to an undefeated season in 1939. Sinkwich was a first 
round selection in the NFL draft and enjoyed two All-Pro 
seasons with the Detroit Lions. He was inducted in to the 
National College Football Hall of Fame in 1954, the State 
of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1964, and the UGA 
Circle of Honor in 1996. 


#41 George Poschner, E 
Youngstown, Ohio 
1942 (Look) 


George Poschner was an All-SEC 
end for the University of Georgia 
from 1939 to 1942. However, his 
greatest distinction comes from his 
service in the Army during World 
War II. Poschner received The Bronze Star, Purple Heart 
and the Distinguished Service Cross for extraordinary 
service to his country. George Poschner was inducted 
into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1982. 


#39 Mike Castronis, T 
Jacksonville, Fla. 
1945 (INS) 


One of Georgia’s most beloved 
players and coaches, Mike Castro- 
nis wore many hats during his care 
as a player, coach and administrator 
at the UGA. He was an All-SEC 
lineman from 1943-45 and stayed 
on as a graduate assistant in 1946. After, a successful career 
as a high school coach, Castronis returned to the university 
in 1961 as head coach of the freshman team and coached 
the varsity offensive linemen from 1962-63. He later 
served as head freshman and JV coach under Vince Dooley. 


#62 Charley Trippi, TB 
Pittston, Pa. 
1946 (AP, UP, INS, 
NEA, Colliers, Life, 
Look, Post, Walter Camp) 


Still regarded by many as the 
greatest all-around athlete ever 
to play at Georiga, he was named the game’s out- 
standing player after rushing for 130 yards in the 
1943 Rose Bowl victory over UCLA. After the war, 
he returned to college and in 1946 led the ‘Dogs to 
an 11-0 record, SEC championship, and victory over 
North Carolina in the Sugar Bowl. As a senior he 
led the SEC in scoring with 84 points and finished 
with 1,366 yards total offense. He won the Maxwell 
Award as the country’s most valuable player and was 
runnerup for the Heisman Trophy. Following his 
collegiate career, he led the NFL’s Chicago Cardinals 
to the world championship as a rookie. He has been 
inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame, Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, Rose Bow] Hall of Fame, and 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame. He is one of 
only four Georgia players to have his jersey retired. 


#28 Herb St. John, G 
Jacksonville, Fla., 1946

his senior season, St. John was 
named to play in the 1944 and 
1946 Blue-Gray All-Star game. He went on to play 
two years of professional football. In 1948 he began 
his pro career with the Brooklyn Dodgers and played 
for the Chicago Hornets in 1949. 


#55 Dan Edwards, E 
Gatesville, Texas 
1947 (Coaches) 


Dan Edwards was captain of 
the 1947 Gator Bowl team. 
During his years in Athens the 
Texas native’s career was char- 
acterized by big plays. He is 
remembered best for the 67-yard touchdown pass he 
caught from Charley Trippi in the 1947 Gator Bowl. 
Edwards went on to play nine seasons in the NFL and 
CFL. Upon retiring Dan Edwards returned home to 
Gatesville, Texas and started a successful oil company. 


#18 John Rauch, QB 
Philadelphia, Pa. 
1948 (Rice, AAB) 


Johnny Rauch started 45 con- 
secutive games at QB from 
1945-48, including four straight 
bowl games. Rauch led Coach 
Wallace Butts’ Bulldogs to a 
36-8-1 record during that four year span. As a senior, 
he was selected as the SEC Player of the Year. After 
his playing career, Rauch embarked on an ultra- 
successful coaching career. He became head coach 
of the Oakland Raiders in 1966 and led the team to the 
Super Bowl in 1967. In three seasons under Rauch’s 
leadership the Raiders posted a record of 33-8-1. He 
was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1979. 


#56 Harry Babcock, E 
Ocala, Fla. 
1952 (Post, Collier) 


An All-America and All-SEC end 
for the Bulldogs, Harry Babcock 
led the conference in receptions 
in 1951. He had 80 career recep- 
tions at UGA between 1950-52 and finished his career 
with 1,199 receiving yards. He was the first player 
selected in the 1953 NFL draft (San Francisco 49ers) 
and was inducted into the Georgia Sports Hall of Fame 
in 1992. He passed away in 1996. 


#12 Zeke Bratkowski, QB 
Danville, Ill. 
1952 (Coaches); 
1953 (Focus) 


All-America QB in 1952 and 
°53, he was the nation’s leading 
college passer in 1952 and the 
nation’s leading punter in °53. 
Two-time SEC passing champion (1,824 yards in ’52 
and 1,461 yards in 53) who set numerous UGA passing 
records. Had 4,836 career passing yards before 14-year 
NFL career with the Chicago Bears, Los Angeles Rams, 
and Green Bay Packers including two Packer Super 
Bowl champion teams. He was inducted into the State 
of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1980. 


#50 Johnny Carson, E 
Atlanta, Ga., 1953 
(FWAA, Paramount News) 


Johnny Carson was a four-letter 
athlete at UGA lettering in foot- 
ball, golf, basketball and base- 
ball. In 1953 Carson led the 
nation in receiving with 46 receptions and was a first 
round selection in the 1954 NFL draft by the Washing- 
ton Redskins where he played from 1954-59. Carson is 
a member the Georgia all-time team and was inducted 
into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1957. 


#60 Pat Dye, G 
Blythe, Ga. 
1959 (FWAA-Look) 
1960 (FB News) 


A two-time All-American, Pat 
Dye helped lead Georgia to the 
1959 SEC championship and 
1960 Orange Bowl victory over Missouri (14-0). He 
is amember of both the Georgia and Alabama Sports 
Halls of Fame. Dye played two seasons in the Cana- 
dian Football League before being hired as an assistant 
coach for the University of Alabama. Dye’s greatest 
success came as head coach at Auburn from 1981-1992. 
During his tenure the Tigers won four Southeastern 
Conference titles. 


#10 Fran Tarkenton, QB 
Athens, Ga., 1960 (AP) 


Raised in Athens, Ga., Tarkenton 
led Georgia to the 1959 SEC 
championship and Orange Bowl 
victory over Missouri (14-0) as a 
junior. In his 1960 senior season, 
he led the SEC in total offense 
(1,274 yards) and in passing offense (1,189 yards). 
He was also named an Academic All-American. After 
graduation, Tarkenton played 18 seasons in the National 
Football League with the Minnesota Vikings and New 
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York Giants and set numerous NFL passing records 
during his career. He led the Vikings to the Super Bowl 
three times: 1973, 1974, and 1976. When he retired 
following the 1978 season at age 39, Tarkenton had 
gained 47,003 yards passing and threw 342 TD passes 
as a professional. He held NFL records with 3,686 
completed passes and 6,467 attempted passes. He has 
been inducted into both the College and Pro Football 
Halls of Fame. 


#79 Jim Wilson, T 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 
1964 (AP, NEA, FWAA- 
Look, Helms, Sports Extra) 


Offensive tackle “Big Jim” Wil- 
son was described by head coach 
Vince Dooley as “the strongest 
player I’ve ever seen.” He helped lead Georgia to a 
1964 Sun Bowl victory over Texas Tech before being 
taken in the fourth round of the 1964 NFL draft by the 
San Francisco 49ers. He played four seasons in the 
NFL retiring due to a spinal condition. He was inducted 
into the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 2001. 


#70 Ray Rissmiller, T 
Easton, Pa. 
1964 (Time, Spt. News) 


Winner of the 1964 Jenkins 
Award as Georgia’s best lineman, 
Ray Rissmiller was an all-star 
tackle for the Bulldogs. He 
helped lead Georgia to a 1964 Sun Bowl victory over 
Texas Tech before being taken in the second round of 
the 1965 NFL draft by the Philadelphia Eagles. He 
was an accomplished singer. Rissmiller released his 
first single “Big Ray” on GRC Records. Scott Riss- 
miller, Ray’s son, also played tackle for Georgia from 
1988-1992. 


#76 George Patton, DT 
Tuscumbia, Ala., 1965 
(AP, FWAA-Look, FB News) 


“General” George Patton was 
captain of the 1966 SEC Cham- 
pionship team. A_ three-time 
All-SEC selection, Patton won 
the Jenkins Award and the J.B. Whitworth Award as the 
Bulldogs’ best lineman. He also played quarterback—a 
lifelong dream—in the 1966 Cotton Bowl victory over 
Southern Methodist. Patton played one season in the 
NFL with the Atlanta Falcons. He was inducted into 
the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1991. 


#63 Edgar Chandler, OG 
Cedartown, Ga. 
1966 (NEA); 1967 (AP, 
UPI, NEA, CP, FWAA, 
Look, Coaches, Time, 
Sporting News, FB 
News, NY NEA, Playboy, 
Kodak, Walter Camp) 


A two-time All-American, Chandler played a key role 
in Georgia’s three-year record of 23-9-0 from 1965-67 
including a 10-1 SEC and Cotton Bowl Championship 
season of 66. Chandler went on to an NFL career with 
the Buffalo Bills and was converted to linebacker to 
utilize his great speed. He was inducted into the State 
of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1988. He died in 
1992 after a long illness at the age of 46. 
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#16 Lynn Hughes, SAF 
Atlanta, Ga. 
1966 (Playboy) 


Also an Academic All-American, 
Hughes played quarterback at 
Georgia before being switched to 
safety in 1965. As a quarterback 
in 1964, he helped lead Georgia 
toa 7-3-1 record, the school’s first winning season since 
1960. After being switched to safety, Hughes played 
a huge role in leading the Bulldogs to a 10-1 record in 
1966, including an SEC championship and Cotton Bowl 
victory. Hughes went on to play in the NFL with the 
New York Giants as a safety and later took coaching 
positions at Georgia and Vanderbilt. 


#77 Bill Stanfill, DT

From 1966-1968, Stanfill led the Bulldogs to a 25-6-2 
record, two SEC championships in ’66 and °68, and 
trips to the Cotton (’66), Liberty (67), and Sugar (68) 
Bowls. In 1968, he was a consensus All-American, 
Academic All-American, team captain, and recipient 
of the Outland Trophy, presented annually to the na- 
tion’s most outstanding lineman.

Scott was one of the leaders of the 
1967 Liberty Bowl team and also 
helped the Bulldogs to the 1968 SEC championship 
which included an 8-0-2 regular season and a trip to 
the Sugar Bowl. Scott led the SEC in interceptions in 
1967 and ’68, and also led the SEC in punt returns and 
punt return yardage in °68. He still holds the Georgia 
record for career interceptions and return yards with 16 
for 315 yards. Scott went on to a brilliant professional 
career including five consecutive Pro Bowl appearances 
from 1971-75. During his six years with the Miami 
Dolphins, he played in three Super Bowls and was 
named Super Bowl VII MVP in 1972. Scott played his 
final three NFL seasons with the Washington Redskins 
and was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports Hall 
of Fame in 1986. 


#60 Steve Greer, DG 
Greer, S.C., 1969 
(FB News, Sports Extra) 


Greer was a three-year standout 
defensive right guard from 1967- 
1969. He helped lead the Bulldogs 
to the 1968 SEC championship. 
Greer earned All-America honors 
in 1969 and received the Atlanta Touchdown Club’s 
Alexander Memorial trophy in 1970 which recognizes 
the outstanding lineman of the year in the South. After 
graduation, Greer played professional football in Canada 
for the Toronto Argonauts. 
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#50 Tommy Lyons, C

Lyons was a three-year starting 
center for the Bulldogs from 
1968-1970. He helped Georgia 
to an 8-1-2 season and an SEC 
championship in 1968, and was named team captain 
in 1970. He was twice named to the Academic All- 
SEC team and received NCAA and National Football 
Foundation post-graduate scholarships. In 1971, he 
became an NFL standout guard with the Denver Bron- 
cos and started 49 consecutive games before suffering a 
broken leg in 1975.

He 
was the winner of the 1996 NCAA Silver Anniversary 
Award, and in 1999, he was inducted as a member of the 
UGA's Circle of Honor which recognizes those student- 
athletes who have exhibited excellence in athletic per- 
formance and personal achievement.

Zambiasi was a standout line- 
backer for the Bulldogs and 
led the team in total tackles for 
three straight years (1975-77).

Leavitt, a place-kicker from 
1973 to 1976, is most remem- 
bered for his kick against 
Georgia Tech in the final regu- 
lar season game of 1976. Tied 
10-10 with 9 seconds remaining, and needing a win to 
remain in contention for the national championship, 
Leavitt hit a 33-yard field goal in drizzly, dreary weather 
to win the game. Leavitt is second in the UGA record 
book for most field goals over 50 yards in a career (6) 
and ranks first in Career PAT’s with 125. After gradua- 
tion, he went on to play in the NFL for three years with 
the Atlanta Falcons and the New York Giants. 


#66 George Collins, OG 
Warner Robins, Ga. 
1977 (Sporting News) 


As an offensive guard for the 
Bulldogs, Collins was selected 
to theBirmingham News _pre- 
season All-SEC team in 1977 and 
as the best offensive lineman in 
the SEC. Collins was a two-year starter and was part 
of Georgia’s 1976 SEC championship team. Following 
his senior season, he was selected to play in the East- 
West Shrine Game in California and the Senior Bowl 
in Alabama. After graduation, Collins was drafted by 
the NFL St. Louis Cardinals, where he played for five 
seasons before moving to Jacksonville to play for the 
Bulls in the USFL. 


#42 Bill Krug, ROV

1977 (Playboy) 


Krug, who played a position 
known as a”rover”, lettered at 
Georgia from 1975-1977. He 
received All-SEC honors all 
three years and helped lead his 
team to a 10-2 record in 1976 and a trip to the Sugar 
Bowl. During this season, he was named Defensive 
Player of the Week” by Sports Illustrated for his per- 
formance in Georgia’s 21-0 victory over Alabama. In 
1977, Krug was a pre-season All-American selection 
by Playboy and Southeastern Football magazine, and 
was named to the Atlanta Journal-Constitution “Deep 
South Best 11” list. 


#5 Rex Robinson, PK

After missing his first extra

Robinson was drafted to play in the NFL for the Cincin- 
nati Bengals in 1981. 


#19 Scott Woerner, CB 
Jonesboro, Ga. 
1980 (UPI, Kodak, Wal- 
ter Camp, FB News) 


Lettering at Georgia from 1977- 
1980, Woerner set the school 
record for most punt return yards 
in a career, tied for second on 
all-time Georgia list for 13 career 
interceptions, and led the nation in 1980 in punt return 
average. He was the only defensive player in the SEC to 
be listed in the top ten in All-Purpose Yardage in 1980, 
and was selected “Defensive Player of the Week” by 
Sports Illustrated for this performance against Clemson. 
Woerner went on to play for the Atlanta Falcons who 
drafted him in the third round of the 1981 NFL draft. He 
signed with the Philadelphia Stars (later the Baltimore 
Stars) of the USFL in 1982 where he became First Team 
All-USFL as a safety. 
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#34 Herschel Walker, 
TB - Wrightsville, Ga.

Perhaps the most decorated player in Bulldog history, 
Walker led Georgia to a three-year record of 33-3-1, a 
national championship in 1980, three SEC titles, and 
three consecutive Sugar Bowl appearances. He won 
the Heisman Trophy in 1982 after finishing second 
as a sophomore and third as a freshman. He set the 
NCAA freshman rushing record in 1980 with 1,616 
yards. At the end of his college career, Walker held 10 
NCAA rushing records, 15 SEC marks, and 30 Georgia 
records. After three seasons with the Bulldogs, Walker 
went on to a long and successful professional career. He 
played with the New Jersey Generals of the USFL before 
moving to the NFL to play with the Minnesota Vikings, 
Philadelphia Eagles, New York Giants, and the Dallas 
Cowboys. In 1999, Walker was named by CBS as the 
College Offensive Player of the Century and was named 
to the Walter Camp Football Foundation All-Century 
First Team. He was inducted into the National College 
Football Hall of Fame in 1999, and The State of Georgia 
Sports Hall of Fame in 2000. 


#14 Terry Hoage, ROV 
Huntsville, Texas 
1982 (AP, Kodak, Walter 
Camp, Sporting News, 
NEA, UPI) ; 1983 (NEA, 
UPI, Kodak, FWAA, 
Walter Camp, FB News, 
Sporting News, Play- 
boy) 


A two-time consensus All-American, Hoage played a 
key role in Georgia’s four year record of 43-4-1 from 
1980-83, including one national championship, three SEC 
championships, and four major bowl appearances. He 
finished fifth in the 1983 Heisman Trophy balloting- at 
that time the highest finish ever by a defensive back. In 
addition to being a two-time Academic All-American, 
Hoage was named a recipient of an NCAA and National 
Football Foundation Post Graduate Scholarship Awards. 
He went on to a 13-year career in the NFL highlighted 
by membership on the Washington Redskins Super Bowl 
Championship team in 1992. Hoage was inducted into 
the College Football Hall of Fame in Dec., 2000, and 
elected to the UGA Circle of Honor in 2001. 


#87 Jimmy Payne, DT 
Athens, Ga. 
1982 (Playboy, Walter 
Camp) 


A three-time All-SEC performer, 
Payne led Georgia in sacks three 
of his four years, including the 
1980 National Championship 
season. He combined great size and speed that allowed 
him to contribute as a linebacker and as a defensive 
tackle. Payne’s 28 career sacks and 12 single season 
sacks in 1981 still both rank second in the all-time Geor- 
gia record book. Payne went on to play several years 
for the Buffalo Bills of the National Football League. 
He died in 1998 after a long illness at the age of 38. 
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#90 Freddie Gilbert, DE 
Griffin, Ga.

A two-time All-SEC performer 
and four-year starter, Gilbert 
was part of Georgia’s greatest 
four-year period in school history 
posting an overall record of 43-4- 
1 from 1980-83). He helped lead the ‘Dogs to the 1980 
national championship, three SEC championship, and 
four major bowl games. Gilbert helped solidify Georgia’s 
defensive line with the uncanny ability to put pressure on 
opposing quarterbacks. His 26 career sacks still rank fourth 
in Georgia’s all-time record book. He went on to play with 
Herschel Walker in the U.S.FL. in 1983 before returning 
to the NFL’s Denver Broncos. 


#5 Kevin Butler, PK

8-2 record, two SEC titles, and berths in two Sugar Bowls, 
one Cotton Bowl, and one Citrus Bowl. Butler also holds the 
school record for most field goals in a career and longest field 
goal (60 yards). He set the NCAA record with 27 multiple 
field-goal games. Butler went on to a stellar NFL career 
with Chicago Bears (1985-1995) and the Arizona Cardinals 
(1996- 1997) of the NFL including the 1985 Super Bowl 
championship Bears team. He ended his professional career 
with 1,208 points, sixth-most in the NFL history among 
kickers. Butler was recently named to the Consensus College 
Football Team of the Century and was elected to the College 
Football Hall of Fame in 2001.

In 1942, Frank Sinkwich became Georgia’s first 
Heisman Trophy winner after leading Georgia to an 11-1 
record, SEC championship, and victory over UCLA in 
the Rose Bowl. 

It was the culmination of a great college career highlighted by the Heisman 
Trophy and All-America selection two consecutive years. In his three-year career 
(1940-42), Sinkwich rushed for 2,271 yards, passed for 2,331, and accounted for 
60 touchdowns—30 rushing and 30 passing. 

Born in McKees Rock, Pa., Sinkwich was an outstanding high school star at 
Cheney High School in Youngstown, Ohio. In his record setting senior season with 
the Bulldogs, Sinkwich gained 795 yards rushing and set the SEC passing record 
with 1,392 yards, a mark that stood for eight years. He set the SEC total offense 
record of 2,187 yards that same season. Sinkwich led Georgia to another SEC 
record — 4,725 yards of team total offense. Although playing with two sprained 
ankles, he scored Georgia’s only TD in 9-0 victory over UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 

In 1941, Sinkwich set an SEC rushing record with 1,103 yards which stood 
for eight years, and gained 713 yards passing for a new SEC total offense record 
of 1,816 yards. He led Georgia to a 40-26 victory over TCU in the Orange Bowl 
New Year’s Day in 1942 with a performance still considered by many as the best 
in all bowl history. Sinkwich gained 139 yards, completed 9 of 13 passes for 243 
yards and three touchdowns — a total offensive effort of 382 yards. That season, 
Sinkwich played from the third game on with a broken jaw in a protective mask. 

Sinkwich was All-Pro with Detroit in 1943-44, but a knee injury received in 
the Air Force game in 1945 ended his playing career. He was inducted into the 
National Football Hall of Fame in 1954.

CHARLEY TRIPPI 
1946 Maxwell Award Winner 
Jersey Retired in 1947 
1942, ‘45, ‘46 


Charley Trippi is still regarded by many as the great- 
est all-around athlete ever to play for the University of 
Georgia. 

Trippi began earning Hall of Fame distinction as a sophomore by leading the 
Bulldogs to a 9-0 victory over U.C.L.A. in the 1943 Rose Bowl game in which he 
was named the game’s outstanding player after rushing for 130 yards. 

Born Dec. 14, 1922, in Pittston, Pa., Trippi was a unanimous All-America se- 
lection in 1946 after leading Georgia to a perfect 11-0 record, SEC championship, 
and victory over North Carolina in the Sugar Bowl game. His senior season, he 
led the SEC in scoring with 84 points and finished the year with 1,366 yards total 
offense (744 rushing and 622 passing). He was runnerup for the Heisman Trophy 
in °46 and won the Maxwell Award, given annually to the most valuable player in 
the country. 

He signed with the Chicago Cardinals following his collegiate career and in his 
rookie season, led them to the world championship. In the championship game, 
he scored twice on a 44-yard rush and 75-yard punt return. He played with the 
Cardinals for nine seasons. 

Following his playing career, Trippi was selected to the National College Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame, National Pro Football Hall of Fame, Rose Bowl Hall of Fame, 
and State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame. He is one of only four Georgia players 
to have his jersey retired. 

Trippi became a regular halfback on the 1942 SEC championship team that 
finished 11-1 and earned the Rose Bowl invitation. He gained 1,239 total yards 
(672 rushing on 98 carries and another 567 passing completing 30 of 58). 

He spent 1943-45 serving in the Air Force, but following his discharge, he 
returned to Georgia to play the final six games of the 1945 season. One of his most 
memorable performances was leading the ‘Dogs to a 33-0 victory over Georgia 
Tech—a game in which he set the SEC record for yards gained passing (323) and 
also total offense (384 yards on 323 passing and 61 rushing). Against Florida that 
same year, he set the SEC record for rushing in a single game with 239 yards. In 
his junior season, he led Georgia to a 20-6 victory over Tulsa in the Oil Bowl at 
Houston, Jan. 1, 1946. 

Trippi was also an All-America baseball player in 1946 and played with the 
Atlanta Crackers in 1947. He later served as an assistant coach at Georgia (1958- 
62) and with the St. Louis Cardinals.

He will always be known as "The Drought Breaker" for his great touchdown 
against Georgia Tech in 1957. His score was the difference in a 7-0 Georgia victory 
which ended an eight-year losing streak to the Yellow Jackets. But that single score 
sometimes overshadows a great career at Georgia which included being named 
All-SEC in 1958 and his election as team captain. 

He was drafted by Philadelphia in 1960, and was in the lineup when the Eagles 
defeated Vince Lombardi's up-and-coming Green Bay Packers in the NFL cham- 
pionship game. He was traded to Pittsburgh in 1963 and responded by rushing for 
over 500 yards and helping the Steelers to the eastern division title.

Herschel Walker 
Inducted in 1999 


Herschel Walker was in- 
ducted into the Hall of 
Fame in December, 1999. 
He was a three-time con- 
sensus All-America, 1982 
Heisman Trophy winner, 
and led Georgia to three 
SEC titles (1980-81-82) and the 1980 national 
championship. 


Bill Stanfill 
Inducted in 1998 


Bill Stanfill was inducted in 
December, 1998, and was 
a consensus All-American 
and winner of the Outland 
Trophy in 1968. He went 
ontoan All-Pro career with 
the Miami Dolphins winning two Super Bowls. 


Terry Hoage 
Inducted in 2000 


Terry Hoage wasa two-time 
consensus All-American 
and Academic All-Ameri- 
can (1982-83) and finished 
fifth in the 1983 Heisman 
Trophy Balloting. He went 
on to a 13-year NFL career. 


Kevin Butler 
Inducted in 2001 


An All-American in 1983 
and 1984, Kevin Butler be- 
came the first kicker ever 
inducted into the Hall of 
Fame. He is most remembered for his 60-yard 
field goal with 11 seconds left to beat Clemson, 
26-23 in 1984. He went on to a productive 
career with the Chicago Bears including a 1986 
Super Bowl Championship. 


John Rauch 
Inducted in 2003 


Rauch started every 
game at QB for four 
years (1945-48) and 
his 4,044 career pass- 
ing yards set an NCAA 
record. He led UGA to 
two SEC titles (1946 and '48) and was a first 
team All-American in '48. 


Jim Donnan 
Inducted in 2009 


Jim Donnan posted a 40- 
19 record at UGA from 
1996-2000 including four 
consecutive eight-win sea- 
sons, four top 20 finishes, 
and four straight bowl victories (1997-2000). 
He previously coached six years at Marshall 
University where he won a national champi- 
onship 1992. 


Jake Scott 
Inducted in 2011 


An All-America safety 
in 1968, Scott led the

Bowls including his selection in 1972 as the 
MVP of Super Bowl VII.

Considered the cor- 
nerstone of Georgia’s 
defense in its national 
championship year of 
1980, Woerner won 
consensus All-America 
honors that season as adefensive back and return 
specialist. He wonakey early game vs. Clemson 
virtually by himself, returning a punt 67 yards 
fora TD and setting up another score by taking 
back an interception 98 yards. Woerner finished 
his career with 13 interceptions and still owns 
several kick return records. 


a difference-by-score formula. 
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Fans everywhere remember freshman sensation Herschel Walker leading the 1980 Georgia Bulldogs to a perfect 12-0 record and 
the undisputed national championship. However, most don’t realize that over the more than 100-year history of Georgia football, five 
Bulldog teams have actually been declared national champions at season’s end by at least one of the national polls recognized by the 
National College Football Hall of Fame and included in the official NCAA Football Record Book. 

Two of those, 1980 and 1942, were consensus selections being chosen by at least half of the recognized polls. Three other Georgia 
teams — 1927, 1946, and 1968, were recognized by polls such as the Williamson, based on a power ratings system, and the Litkenhous, 
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1980 - Vince Dooley’s 1980 national championship team was the 
most compelling after a perfect 12-0 record, including a 17-10 victory 
over Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl. Freshman sensation Herschel 
Walker helped the Bulldogs ascend the polls after being virtually un- 
ranked before to the season. 

Georgia had moved up to number two after defeating South Caro- 
lina, 13-10, in a battle of top 10 teams in the season’s eighth game. 
The next week, it appeared Georgia’s run was over when Florida led 
the ‘Dogs, 21-20, with 90 seconds to play and UGA set for a final pos- 
session on its own seven yard line. But quarterback Buck Belue, on 
third down and 10, hit receiver Lindsay Scott on a 93-yard TD pass 
with 1:04 to play to lift the ‘Dogs to a 26-21 victory. The next day, 
Georgia was elevated to number one in the polls. 

After victories over Auburn and Georgia Tech in the final two 
regular season games, Georgia met perhaps the most storied program 
in college football history—Notre Dame—in the Sugar Bowl. Led 
by Walker’s two touchdowns, Georgia defeated the Irish, 17-10, to 
lay claim to its undisputed national crown. Virtually every major poll 
declared the Bulldogs No. 1 after a season in which Georgia was the 
only undefeated, untied Division 1-A team in the country. 


The other three.... 


1927 - Georgia’s famous “dream and wonder team” of Coach George “Kid” 
Woodruff won its first nine games, including the Bulldogs’ first win ever over 
Yale, a college football power of the 1920’s, in New Haven, Conn. It ranked 
No. | in the nation with one regular season game remaining. However, 
Georgia Tech spoiled the perfect season by upsetting the ‘Dogs in the rain, 
12-0, in Atlanta. But the ’27 ‘Dogs were still voted number one in two final 
recognized polls — Boand and Poling. This team marked the culmination 
of five year’s work by Woodruff who had brought in several Knute Rockne 
proteges to install the Notre Dame box formation: line coach Harry Mehre; 
Jim Crowley, one of the four horsemen; and Frank Thomas. All later became 
great head coaches (Mehre at Georgia and Ole Miss, Crowley at Fordham, 
and Thomas at Alabama). 


1946 - The 1942 juggernaut was dismantled by the events of World War 
II. But Charley Trippi and several of his Rose Bowl teammates returned to 
school in 1946 and led Georgia to a perfect 10-0 regular season and 20-10 
victory over North Carolina in the Sugar Bowl. But despite Georgia’s perfect 
record, Notre Dame was declared national champion by the majority of the 
polls; however, the Bulldogs were voted No. 1 in the final Williamson poll. 


1968 - In 1968, another of Vince Dooley’s teams went through the regular 
season undefeated, but tied twice, finishing 8-0-2 and earning an invitation to 
the Sugar Bowl. Despite suffering a 16-2 loss in the bowl game to Arkansas, 
Georgia was still voted No. | in the Litkenhous poll. 


Some that came close.... 

Several other Georgia teams have flirted with a national title. Following the 
1980 national championship season, Georgia had a magnificent run that pro- 
duced three straight teams that had a shot at winning the national titlek—1981, 
82, and ’83. Two of Mark Richt's teams also came close. 


1981 - Despite an early season loss to Clemson, 13-3, in which the ‘Dogs 
had nine turnovers, Georgia fought its way back to a No. 2 national ranking 
by winning the final eight regular season games. But a loss to Pitt in the 
Sugar Bowl in the final 20 seconds extinguished any chance at a second 
consecutive national title. 


1942 - In 1942, James Wallace Butts of Milledgeville, Ga., molded 
what was regarded as the Bulldogs’ most powerful team in the first fifty 
years of Georgia football. Georgia was led by All-Americans Frank 
Sinkwich, who would win the Heisman Trophy following the season, 
and end George Poschner along with a young back named Charley 
Trippi who would years later be called perhaps the greatest all-around 
athlete ever to play for the Bulldogs. 

Georgia knocked off nine consecutive opponents and ranked No. 
1 in the nation. But Auburn ambushed the ‘Dogs in Columbus, 27-13. 
Georgia, however, came back to win a Rose Bowl bid by blanking 


previously unbeaten Georgia Tech in Athens, 34-0, in the regular season 
finale. Georgia then edged U.C.L.A., 9-0, in the Rose Bow! to finish the 
season 11-1. In the final polls, Georgia was declared national champion 
in six polls recognized by the NCAA—DeVold, Houlgate, Litkenhous, 
Williamson, Poling, and Berryman. 


1982 - Led by Heisman Trophy winner Herschel Walker, Georgia marched 
through the 11-game regular season undefeated and untied and was ranked 
No. | heading into the bowl games. But second-ranked Penn State upended 
the Bulldogs, 27-23, in the Sugar Bowl to claim the national crown. 


1983 - One of Georgia’s favorite teams, the defensive-minded Bulldogs 
headed into the bowl games with a 9-1-1 record but faced undefeated, untied, 
and second-ranked Texas in the Cotton Bowl classic at Dallas. Despite be- 
ing heavy underdogs, Georgia’s defense stymied the Longhorns and the op- 
portunistic offense scored a touchdown with 3:22 to play to give the ‘Dogs a 
10-9 upset. The nation’s top-ranked team also lost that day but the final polls 
ranked Georgia fourth. 


2002 - Head coach Mark Richt's second team won more games than any team 
in UGA history--13--and won Georgia's first SEC championship in 20 years. 
Only a 7-point loss to Florida in Jacksonville kept the Dogs out of a shot at the 
national championship game. The 13-1 Bulldogs, after defeating FSU in the 
Nokia Sugar Bowl, still finished the season ranked No. 3 in all major polls. 


2007 - Although not selected for the national championship game, the 'Dawgs 
finished 11-2 with a No. 2 final national ranking.

1976 - The SEC champion ‘Dogs finished 10-1 in the regular season and went 
into the bowl games ranked fourth but had a shot by playing No. 1 Pitt in the 
Sugar Bowl. But the Panthers, led by Heisman Trophy winner Tony Dorsett, 
defeated Georgia, 27-3, to claim the national crown. 


1971 - Sophomore quarterback Andy Johnson led Georgia to nine straight 
victories before undefeated Auburn ended the ‘Dogs hopes of a national title 
with a 35-20 victory in Athens. Despite the loss, Georgia still finished 11-1 
by beating Georgia Tech in the final regular season game and defeating North 
Carolina in the Gator Bowl. 


1966 - Georgia soundly defeated SMU in the Cotton Bowl but could not 
overcome a single regular season defeat to Miami by a single point as the

Traditions at Georgia GS 


The Arch 


Serving as the official symbol of the University of 
Georgia, the Arch was built in the 1850s and originally 
served as part of a larger iron fence securing the campus. 
Daniel Redfearn (BL 1909, BS 1910) is credited with 
making the Arch the sacred symbol of UGA. Recognized 
as one of the school’s finest icons, students today hold 
the Arch in high regard as its three pillars represent the 
virtues of wisdom, justice, and moderation. 


The "G" 

In 1963 after becoming the Bulldogs’ Head Football 
Coach, Vince Dooley redesigned the football uniform choos- 
ing a red helmet with a black “G” on a white background as 
the dominate feature of the new uniform for the 1964 season. 

He discussed with his staff that a forward-looking 
“G” would be an appropriate emblem for the helmet of 
the Georgia team. Dooley had just hired John Donaldson, 
former Georgia player from 1945 to 1948, as backfield coach. 
John was keen on the idea of a new image and volunteered 
his wife, Anne, who had a BFA in commercial art from 
UGA to design a logo for the new Georgia helmet with the 
general specifications Dooley had outlined. Dooley accepted 
Anne’s original “G” which fit his vision for a forward look 
to Georgia’s new emblem. 

Since the Georgia “G” though different in design and 
color was similar to Green Bay’s “G”, Coach Dooley thought 
it best to clear the use of Georgia’s new emblem with the NFL 
team. Athletic Director Joel Eaves called for permission 
which was granted. However, since its inception in 1961, 
the Green Bay “G” has been redesigned several times and 
now looks like Georgia’s original 1964 “G.” Georgia is 
proud that the Packers apparently liked the special nuances 
of the Bulldogs’ forward-looking “G.” 

Georgia’s oval “G”, eventually replacing Georgia’s 
old block “G” as the official UGA symbol, has stood the 
test of time. It made its first appearance in the opening 
game in 1964 and was an immediate hit with the Georgia 
fans, especially after Dooley’s first three teams were so 
successful — highlighted by the 1966 SEC Championship. 


“Silver Britches” 

Silver Britches were an innovation of Coach Wally 
Butts, who took over as head coach in 1939. The hand- 
some pants, complimented by a bright red jersey, made for 
a striking uniform. Through the years, fans referred to the 
Bulldogs’ silver britches in their chants and on banners, but 
the phrase really caught on in the early fifties with a cheer, 
banners, and colorful vests that proclaimed “‘Go, You Silver 
Britches.’”’ Coach Vince Dooley re-designed the uniform 
when he came in 1964 and used white pants; however, he 
re-instituted the silver britches in 1980 just prior to what 
turned out to be Georgia’s national championship season. 


The Chapel Bell 

The ringing of the chapel bell after a Georgia victory 
is a tradition that continues even though freshmen are no 
longer ordered to do the chore. In the 1890’s, the playing 
field was located only yards from the Chapel and first-year 
students were compelled to ring the bell until midnight in 
celebration of a Bulldog victory. Today students, alumni, and 
townspeople still rush to the Chapel to ring the bell after a 
gridiron victory.

“Glory, Glory” 

Among the University’s oldest and most lasting tradi- 
tions is the school fight song, “Glory, Glory” which is sung to 
the tune of ““The Battle Hymn of the Republic.” It was sung at 
games as early as the 1890’s, but arranged in its present form 
by Georgia’s immortal musician-composer Hugh Hodgson 
in 1915. There have been many Bulldog songs through the 
years and at least two collections dating back to 1909 have 
been published, but none have enjoyed more acceptance than 
“Glory, Glory.” 


“How ‘Bout Them Dogs” 

This is a slogan of recent vintage, but one that has 
become a battle cry of Bulldog fans probably because of its 
obvious grammatical slur. It first surfaced during the mid to 
late 1970’s especially during the 1978 season when the Bull- 
dogs posted several remarkable, come-from-behind victories. 
It gained national attention and exposure when Georgia won 
the national championship in 1980. A major wire-service used 
the phrase in its story of Georgia’s victory over Notre Dame 
and many newspapers picked it up in glaring headlines across 
the country proclaiming “How ‘Bout Them Dogs!” 


“Bulldogs” 

Many oldtimers say Georgia acquired the nickname, 
“Bulldogs,” because of the strong ties with Yale whose 
nickname is “Bulldogs.” Georgia’s first president, Abraham 
Baldwin, was a Yale man and the early buildings on campus 
were designed from blueprints of the same buildings at Yale. 
However, the first references to the nickname “Bulldogs” 
actually came in the 1910’s (1911-20) by Atlanta newspaper 
writers covering both football and baseball games. Although 
used occasionally during the previous decade, the nickname 
began to be consistently used around 1920. 

On Nov. 3, 1920, Morgan Blake of the Atlanta Journal 
wrote about school nicknames and said "The Georgia Bull- 
dogs would sound good because there is a certain dignity 
about a bulldog, as well as ferocity." After a 0-0 tie with 
Virginia in Charlottesville on Nov. 6, 1920, Atlanta Constitu- 
tion writer Cliff Wheatley used the name "Bulldogs" in his 
story five times. Gene Hinton also used the term “Bulldogs.” 
The nickname seemed to be off and running. 


“Between The Hedges” 

A reference to Sanford Stadium that dates to the early 
1930’s. The famous Chinese privet hedges that surround 
Sanford’s playing field were only one foot high when the sta- 
dium was dedicated in 1929 and were protected by a wooden 
fence. It was natural for a clever sports writer, referring to 
an upcoming home game, to observe “‘that the Bulldogs 
will have their opponent “between the hedges.”’ At least one 
old-timer says the phrase was first coined by the legendary 
Atlanta sportswriter Grantland Rice. 


“Lone Trumpeter” 

Seven minutes before kickoff in Sanford Stadium, the 
Bulldog Nation directs its attention to a lone trumpeter stand- 
ing in the upper deck of the southwest corner of the stadium. 
The soloist is recognized and begins to play the first 14 notes 
of "The Battle Hymn of the Republic." The Battle Hymn 
solo was originally composed in 1987 as a student project by 
Jeff Simmons and became a part of the pre-game traditions 
in 2000. Each year, 25-30 members of the Redcoat Band 
audition for one of the 4-5 soloist positions.

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Although the University of Georgia is now known as the home of Uga, 
the pure white English bulldog, several mascots led the Red and Black 
before Frank W. Seiler provided the current lineage beginning in 1956. 


The Goat -- Feb. 22, 1892 

Georgia’s mascot for its first football game against Auburn, February 22, 
1892 in Atlanta, Ga., was a goat. Old newspaper clippings indicate that 
the goat wore a black coat with red U.G. letters on each side. He also had 
on a hat with ribbons all down his high horns, and the Auburn fans yelled 
throughout the game “shoot the billy-goat.” 


Trilby, 1894 

In 1894, Georgia’s mascot was 
a solid white female bull terrier 
owned by a student, Charles H. 
Black, Sr., of Atlanta. Trilby, 
named after a novel by George 
Du Maurier, served as the campus 
pet and mascot for the Chi Phi 
fraternity. 

Disputing stories speculate the 
origin of the Bulldog nickname, 
and the story of Trilby provides 
yet another opinion: “...every day 
Trilby took herself down to old Herty field with her master for football 
practice. She ran signals with the best of them and became an accustomed 
figure on the athletic field...One morning, Trilby failed to appear for her 
breakfast and after a frantic search she 
was finally discovered proudly wash- 
ing the faces of her newborn family, 
13 white puppies...Late one dusky fall 
afternoon, Trilby appeared for a grid 
workout and scampering after her came 
her 13 children, darting through players’ 
legs, barking and pace. ‘Well,’ sug- 
gested one of the players, ‘Trilby has 
brought us a name, Bulldogs.’ ...Every 
time a game was played on Herty Field, 
the boys would floss Trilby and her 13 
offerings up with red and black ribbons, 
and so attired they have gone down in 
history as perhaps the first ‘sponsors’ 
in southern football.” —Ruth Stanton 
Cogill (Atlanta newspaper) 

“After the rein of Trilby and her fam- 
ily, chaos developed in the mascot department at the university. Many 
games had several, depending on which alumnus got his dog to the game 
first.” —AJC, Nov. 18, 1962

Mr. Angel, 1944-46 

Mr. Angel, a brindle and white col- 
ored English Bulldog owned by 
Eastman,Ga.,physician, Warren Coleman, 
filled a void during some of the war years. 

There was no mascot roaming the side- 
lines and Coleman took Mr. Angel to games 
and stood with him on the sidelines. His 
picture on the field and with the Georgia 
cheerleaders appears in the 1945 and °46 
UGA annual, the Pandora. 


Butch, 1947-50 
Butch was a brindled English bulldog owned by Mabry Smith of War- 
ner Robins, Ga. He was spotted by students who were attending the 
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Sanford Stadium Graves 


1946 Georgia-Georgia Tech game in Athens, and the canine appeared 
to be suited for the mascot position. Smith agreed to loan Butch to the 
University during the football season along with a female puppy named 
Tuffy. The female died of a heart attack following the Georgia-Kentucky 
game in 1948, but Butch continued to serve. Spending the off-season at 
Smith’s home in Warner Robins, Butch was tragically shot in the sum- 
mer of 1951 by a policeman after the dog escaped from his pen and was 
found roaming the streets. Butch is buried behind Smith’s business along 
Watson Boulevard. 

In 2004 plans for a marker honoring Butch in his hometown were put 
into motion by longtime 
Warner Robins resident 
Guy Fussell. 


Mike, 1951-55 

Butch was succeeded 
by Mike, another brindled 
English bulldog, owned by 
C. L. Fain. Mike lived in 
the field house on campus 
and died of natural canine 
causes in 1955. As his mas- 
ter’s thesis, Gene Owens 
of Fort Worth, Texas, cast 
the bronze statue of Mike 
which is located at the 
entrance of Memorial Hall

Uga Takes the Field 

In the last 100 years of intercollegiate 
football, Georgia’s Uga has established 
himself as the nation’s most well- 
known mascot. The line of pure white 
English bulldogs, which epitomizes 
everything Georgia, has been owned by 
the Frank W. “Sonny” Seiler family of 
Savannah, Ga., since Ugal first graced 
the campus in 1956. 

Through the years, Uga has been 
defined by his spiked collar, a symbol 
of the position which he holds. He was 
given his name, an abbreviation for the 
university, by William Young of Columbus, a law school classmate of 
Seiler. Each of the Uga mascots is awarded a varsity letter in the form of 
a plaque, identical to those presented to all Bulldog athletes who letter 
in their respective sports. 

As determined and published by the Pittsburgh Press, the Univer- 
sity of Georgia is the only major college that actually buries its mascots 
within the confines of the stadium. Ugas I-IX are buried in marble vaults 
near the main gate in the embankment of the South stands. Epitaphs to 
the dogs are inscribed in bronze, and before each home game, flowers 
are placed on their graves. The memorial plot attracts hundreds of fans 
and visitors each year. 

For the past 20 years, Uga’s jerseys have been custom-made at the 
beginning of each season from the same material used for the players’ 
jerseys. Old jerseys are destroyed. 

Uga’s on-field home is a permanent air conditioned doghouse located 
next to the cheerleader’s platform, providing comfort in the heat of 
August and September. The custom-made doghouse is a gift from the 
Bahamian Bulldog Club of Nassau, Bahamas, through the courtesy of 
Fred Hazlewood. 


Uga I, 1956-66 
“Hood’s Ole Dan” 
Record: 53-48-6 


The current Uga line of solid 
white English bulldogs began with 
Uga I, Hood’s Ole Dan, born Dec. 
2, 1955, in Columbus. Uga I was 
given to Cecelia Seiler by a friend, 
Frank Heard of Columbus and ap- 
peared in his first game in the 1956 
home opener. As recalled by Sonny 
Seiler, “...his original red jerseys 
were made by Cecelia. It was neces- 
sary to take up children’s t-shirts to 
fit the dog in the right places. There is no telling how many of these jersey’s he 
wore out. During the early games in Athens, especially the hot ones before he 
had a dog house, the large green hedges that surround Sanford Stadium afford 
welcomed shade in the heat of battle. Unfortunately, the hedges constantly 
tore these jerseys and new ones had to be made.”

Uga I was succeeded by his son, Ole 
Dan’s Uga at an impressive pregame 
ceremony at Homecoming, 1966. With 
the Georgia Redcoat Band lining the 
field, Uga II was led to the center of the 
field by Charles Seiler, son of Sonny 
and Cecelia. The student body erupted 
in a cheer that was picked up by the 
entire stadium, ‘““‘Damn Good Dog!” 

Uga II had an impressive reign as 
he watched Georgia participate in 
five bowl games and win two SEC 
championships.

Born Oct. 9, 1972, Seiler’s Uga HI 
was present for Georgia football’s finest 
moment as Herschel Walker took the 
Bulldogs to the 1980 national champion- 
ship. He led Georgia to six bowl games 
in nine years and closed out his career 
in ultimate fashion winning the 1980 
NCAA championship. Uga III retired 
on the 100th football game of his career, 
marking the season-opener of the 1981 
season. He died just weeks later.

Uga IV, 1981-89 
“Seiler’s Uga Four” 
Record: 77-27-4 


Uga IV was perhaps the most active 
of all the Georgia mascots, standing 
as the only one to attend a bowl game 
every year of his service (1981-89). He 
took over for Uga III in the 1981 season 
opener and over the next nine seasons, 
led Georgia to a record of 77-27-4. The 
highlight of his career was his personal 
appearance at the Heisman Trophy Ban- 
quet with Herschel Walker in New York 
on December 9, 1982. Uga IV was 
escorted through thebanquet hall by the 
president of the Downtown Athletic Club, and was earlier photographed 
with Herschel by photographers from across the country. The proud Bull- 
dog donned his game jersey for the outing and added the formal touch of 
a collar and black tie. Uga IV was the first mascot invited to the Heisman 
Banquet.Declared “Dog of the Decade” by Vince Dooley in 1991, Uga IV 
was posthumously awarded the highest honor available to University of 
Georgia mascots — the Georgia varsity letter.

Although Otto was not 
pure white like his father, ff 
he was called upon to 
fill in for his younger 
brother, Uga IV, who

contest. In four games during the 1986 season, Otto led the team to a 3-1 
record and also co-mascotted (along with Uga IV), a victory over instate 
rival Georgia Tech. After winning his first two games, fans cheered, 

“2-and-O0 with Otto!” Dooley, serving as head coach during Otto’s brief 
tenure, favored the substitute the most. “I have always had a great affection 
for those who came off the bench and performed, and he did that and had a 
great time,” Dooley said. Otto is buried in the Seiler’s backyard.

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Uga V, 1990-99 
“UGA IV’s Magillicuddy II” 
Record: 65-39-1 


In the first game of 1990, Uga V officially 
began his reign as the Georgia mascot, taking 
over from his father Uga IV, who passed away 
at his home in Savannah on Feb. 26, 1990. Uga 
V was the last pup sired by Uga IV and was born 
on March 6, 1990. 

Named in honor of one of the greatest Bulldogs, 
Dan Magill, former Assistant Athletic Director 
for Public Relations and longtime tennis coach 
and sports information director. Surprisingly, the 
Seiler family became aware that Uga IV’s mate was expecting only 10 days before 
the litter was due. This notice came a week after Uga IV had passed away at his 
home in Savannah from kidney failure. There were only three pups in the litter and 
the last one born on March 6 was the only solid white male. 

Uga V had been perhaps the most well known of all the Bulldog mascots, high- 
lighted by his appearance on the cover of the April 28, 1997, Sports Illustrated 
which declared him the nation’s best college mascot. Rocketed to stardom, he 
also appeared in Clint Eastwood’s “Midnight In The Garden Of Good And Evil” 
— filmed in his hometown of Savannah, Ga. He died on Nov. 22, 1999, just over 
two months after his retirement.

Uga VI, 1999-2008 
“Uga V’s Whatchagot 
Loran” 
Record: 87-27 


In 2007, Uga VI became the win- 
ningest mascot in school history and 
owned a record of 87-27. The fall of 
2008 would have been his 10th season 
after Uga VI reigned over more games 
than any other mascot with 114. He 
died on June 27, 2008. In his last game, the Bulldogs defeated Hawai’i 41-10 in 
the 2008 Sugar Bowl in New Orleans. 

The pregame passing of the bone ceremony from Uga V to his heftier and friskier 
son, Whatchagot Loran, took place at the 1999 Georgia-South Carolina contest. 
Only a year old at his coronation, Uga VI stood as the biggest of all the Uga mascots 
weighing in at 65 pounds — 20 pounds heavier than his father. 

His first season climaxed in a magnificent come from behind victory over Purdue 
at the Outback Bowl in Tampa. The 2000 season ended in Hawaii, but due to the 
distance and a quarantine rule, Uga VI missed the O’ahu Bowl, marking the first 
time the Georgia mascot had missed the postseason game since the 1969 Sun Bowl. 

Alongside first-year head coach Mark Richt, Uga VI saw his third consecutive 
8-4 season, which included a 26-24 win at then-No. 6 Tennessee for the Bulldogs’ 
first win in Knoxville since 1980. 

Uga VI and Georgia experienced their best run in two decades during the 2002- 
05 seasons. That stretch included 44 wins, a pair of SEC titles and appearances in 
the Sugar, Capital One and Outback Bowls. 

In 2007, Uga VI passed Uga IV (77-24-4) for the most wins of any bulldog in 
school history. 


Uga VII, 2008-2009 
“Loran’s Best” 
Record: 16-7 


The seventh in the Uga line of Georgia 
mascots was introduced to the Georgia 
people on Aug. 30, 2008, during pre-game 
ceremonies of the Bulldogs’ season opener 
against Georgia Southern. 

“Loran’s Best” officially became “Uga 
VII,” when he was introduced for the first 
time to the Sanford Stadium crowd prior to 
kickoff of the Georgia vs. Georgia Southern 
game. He was escorted onto the field by 
members of the Frank W. “Sonny” Seiler 
family of Savannah who have owned the 
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continuous line of mascots since Uga I took up the mantle in 1956. 

Uga VII passed away unexpectedly on Nov. 19 of heart-related causes. It was 
the Thursday before the final home game of the 2009 season and the Bulldogs 
did not have a live mascot at the game. Instead, a wreath was placed on UGA 
VII’s doghouse, and the players wore a special UGA VII decal on their helmets 
to remember him. “Russ,” the five-year-old half brother of Uga VII, served as the 
Bulldog mascot for the Georgia Tech game in Atlanta and helped his squad to a 
30-24 win. He was the first substitute mascot since “Otto” in 1986.

Born Sept. 12, 2009 in Savannah, Ga., 
Uga VIII is the grandson of Uga VI. He car- 
ried on the tradition of more than 60 years of 
all-white bulldogs bred by Frank “Sonny” 
Seiler and family. 

Uga VII was named in honor of Dr. 
Bruce Hollett from the University’s School 
of Veterinary Medicine. Dr. Hollett has been 
a longtime caregiver for the famed line of 
English bulldogs. UGA VIII served six games 
in the 2010 season before he became ill and missed the AutoZone Liberty Bowl. 
He passed away with lymphoma on February 4, 2011.

Uga IX, 2012-14 
(“Russ”, 2009-2012: 16-9) 
Record: 44-19 


“Uga IX, formerly “Russ,” the half-brother 
of Uga VIL, served as interim Bulldog mascot 
for a total of 25 games. He worked nine games 
during the 2009 and 2010 seasons after Uga VII 
and VIII passed away. He roamed the sidelines 
at all 14 games during the 2011 season. He then 
served for two wins at the beginning of the 2012 
season before being promoted as Uga IX prior 
to the Florida Atlantic game on Sept. 15, 2012. His time as mascot included the 
2011 and 2012 SEC Eastern Division championships, three road wins at Georgia 
Tech, a victory over Texas A&M in the 2009 Independence Bowl in Shreveport, 
La., and a win over Nebraska in the 2013 Capital One Bowl. He was the first 
substitute mascot since “Otto” in 1986.

Uga X, 2015-Present 
“Que mm 
Record: 10-3 


Uga IX officially retired as the 
Bulldogs’ mascot at the end of the 2014 
season. After a three-month “audition” 
in that role, his grandson “Que” was 
formally crowned as his successor in a 
collaring ceremony prior to the Georgia- 
Georgia Southern game on Nov. 21, 
2015. Que assumed the title of Uga X 
at the age of 2 1/2 years. During his 
audition, he made appearances at the 
Countdown to Kickoff event in July 
2015, as well as Picture Day in August, 
before presiding over the entirety of the 
2015 football season. Que capped his 
inaugural season by leading the team to 
a 24-17 victory over Penn State at the 
2016 Taxslayer Bowl. 
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Southeastern Conference 


The Southeastern Conference, now into its 83rd storied year of athletic 
achievements and academic excellence, has built perhaps the greatest 
tradition of intercollegiate competition of any league in the country since 
its inception in 1933. 

Since its formation, the SEC achieved both stature and stability by 
designating governing/voting power to the presidents of the member institu- 
tions. They have determined the policies of the conference and, through 
the years, this involvement has been the principal source of strength in the 
evolution of the SEC. Throughout its history, the SEC has provided lead- 
ership on the vital issues facing intercollegiate competition. In 1993, the 
member institutions adopted The Principles of Gender Equity. Committed to 
increasing the quantity and quality.of women’s athletic opportunities, each 
school will provide at least two more women’s intercollegiate programs 
than the number of men’s. 

On July 1, 2012, the conference expanded to. 14 teams, welcoming 
Missouri and Texas A&M. It was the first expansion in the SEC since 1992 
when Arkansas and South Carolina came into the SEC. The four schools 
join charter members Alabama, Auburn, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, LSU, 
Ole Miss, Mississippi State, Tennessee and Vanderbilt to form the current 
membership. The addition of Arkansas and South Carolina allowed for the 
SEC to split into divisional play and have the nation’s first-ever Division 
I football conference championship game in 1992. 

SEC schools began athletic competition with one another almost 100 
years ago as members of the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Association. 
Seven institutions (Alabama, Auburn, Georgia, Georgia Tech, North Caro- 
lina, Sewanee and, Vanderbilt) attended the SIAA organizational meeting 
of faculty representatives, called by Dr. William L. Dudley of Vanderbilt, 
in Atlanta on Dec. 22, 1894. 

The first football game in the Southeast was played April 9, 1880, on 
the ground now called Old Stoll Field at the University of Kentucky. Ken- 
tucky A & M (now UK) organized a team and in November 1881, played 
Transylvania College in a three-game series. By 1895, 11 current SEC 
members were playing football. 

The administration of women’s athletics officially came under the aus- 
pices of the conference office on Sept. 1, 1984. The SEC currently regulates 
nine men’s sports and 12 women’s sports: Men - baseball, basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, swimming, tennis and track (indoor and outdoor); 
Women - basketball, cross country, equestrian, golf, gymnastics, soccer, 
softball, swimming, tennis, track (indoor and outdoor) and volleyball. 

Since 1990, the SEC has won 165 national team championships for an 
average of more than six per year. In 2014-15, nine SEC schools placed in 
the top 40 of the NACDA Director’s Cup rankings. 


Redcoat Band 


The University of Georgia 
Redcoat Band is considered by 
many to be the “heart” of the 
Bulldog Spirit. The 440-member 
componentof the Hugh Hodgson 
School of Music was the first SEC 
band to receive the prestigious 
Sudler Trophy for long-term 
musical and visual excellence 
in 2000. Dr. Michael C. Rob- 
inson is the Director of Athletic 
Bands and the Director of the 
112th edition of the Redcoat Band. Other directors include Director of 
Bands Dr. Cynthia Johnston-Tumer, Associate Director of Bands Dr. 
Jaclyn Hartenberger, and Assistant Directors of Bands Brett Bawcum 
and Rob Akridge. 

An extensive staff is vital to the operation of the Redcoat Band. UGA 
alumnus Tom Wallace prepares the band’s musical arrangements while 
alumnus John Cypert oversees the scoring and instruction for the UGA 
Drumline. The auxiliary units of the band (Georgettes, Majorettes, 
Flagline, and Feature Twirler) are under the leadership of Coordina- 
tors Ashley Clark and Cassie Moates. Rebecca Yardley, Redcoat Band 
Administrative Assistant, oversees all office matters. The Properties 
Crew Chief, Michael Watson, is responsible for the band’s logistical 
concerns. Kappa Kappa Psi, a band service fraternity, undertakes many 
projects serving the entire band program. 

The talented students of the Redcoat Band are the key to the orga- 
nization’s success. Being a Redcoat requires an academic background 
of significant accomplishment and a great deal of talent and preparation 
in one’s area of performance specialty. Redcoats commit themselves 
to 6 to 8 hours of rehearsal per academic week while maintaining some 
of the highest grade-point averages at UGA. Though some 25% of its 
members are music majors, most are pursuing degrees from many of 
the other academic disciplines at the university. The uniquely diverse 
student population that makes up the Redcoat Band contributes to an 
organization of which Georgia supporters can be justifiably proud. Its 
colorful presence, limitless school spirit, and exciting music and motion 
are a part of what makes college football so special to Bulldog fans.

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ere W. Morehead became the Univer- 
J sity of Georgia’s 22nd president on 

July 1, 2013, having previously served 

as UGA’s senior vice president for aca- 
demic affairs and provost since 2010. 

President Morehead’s career covers a wide 
range of faculty and administrative roles. Prior 
to 2010, he served UGA in several key admin- 
istrative assignments, including vice president 
for instruction, vice provost for academic af- 
fairs, associate provost and director of the 
Honors Program, and acting executive director 
of legal affairs. From 2003 to 2010, he served 
as the UGA’s Faculty Athletics Representative. 

As UGA President, he also serves as chair 
of the Georgia Athletic Association Board of 
Directors, chair of the UGA Research Founda- 
tion, a UGA Foundation trustee, and a UGA 
Real Estate Foundation trustee. President 
Morehead also is a member of the Committee 
of Research Intensive Public Universities con- 
vened by the Association of Public and Land- 
grant Universities. 

President Morehead is the Meigs Professor 
of Legal Studies in the Terry College of Busi- 
ness, where he has held a faculty appointment 
since 1986. He is a co-author of several books 
and book chapters, including The Legal and 
Regulatory Environment of Business, and he 
has published scholarly articles on legal topics 
ranging from export controls to jury selection. 
He has served as editor-in-chief of the Ameri-

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can Business Law Journal and previously held 
several other editorial board positions with 
the ABLJ. 

He directed the UGA Law School’s Ad- 
vocacy Program from 1986 to 1995 at a time 
when the moot court teams he coached won 
international, national, regional and _ state 
championships. In 1995, he served as a visit- 
ing professor of business law at the University 
of Michigan. 

President Morehead has received several 
University-wide teaching awards, including 
the Josiah Meigs Award — UGA’s highest 
honor for teaching excellence — the Richard 
B. Russell Award for Excellence in Under- 
graduate Teaching, the Teacher of the Year 
Award in the Terry College of Business, and 
the Lothar Tresp Outstanding Honors Profes- 
sor Award. He also received the Distinguished 
Service Scroll Award, the Law School Alumni 
Association’s highest honor, and has been in- 
cluded in Georgia Trend’s list of Most Influ- 
ential Georgians for three consecutive years. 

Morehead is a native of Lakeland, Flor- 
ida. He moved with his family to Atlanta as 
a teenager and enrolled at Georgia State Uni- 
versity after graduating from high school at 
the age of 16. He graduated with a bachelor’s 
degree in 1977. He entered the University 
of Georgia School of Law in 1977, where he 
graduated with a juris doctor degree at the age 
of 23 in 1980. After graduation, he served as 
an assistant United States attorney with the 
Department of Justice from 1980 to 1986. He 
is the first alumnus of UGA to be named presi- 
dent since Dr. Fred Davison in 1967.

Director of Athletics 

thens native and University of Geor- 

gia graduate Greg McGarity was 

named Director of Athletics at UGA 

on August 13, 2010, after serving 18 years in the 

athletic department at the University of Florida. 

Since that time, McGarity has injected a 

program of imagination and innovation into the 

Georgia Athletic Association with emphasis on 

exploring new ideas and initiatives designed to 

move the organization forward in all areas of 
competition, academics, and service. 

Among the many initiatives are a nutrition program for all sports, greater emphasis 
on customer service as well as community service, scoreboard upgrades enhancing 
the in-game experience for guests and patrons in all sports, and development of 
leadership programs fostering staff development. In addition, he has encouraged 
the experimentation of new ideas such as moving volleyball competition to Stege- 
man Coliseum and helping bring a sold-out concert (Jason Aldean, 65,000) to 
Sanford Stadium for the first time in stadium history. He was also instrumental in 
the implementation, along with Nike, of a new brand identity program which brings 
consistency in use of colors, logos, lettering and numerals to Georgia sports teams. 

McGarity oversees a 21-sport athletics program supported by a budget of $117 
million. Since he became Director of Athletics, UGA teams have won national 
championships in women’s swimming and diving (2013-14, ‘16) and equestrian 
(2014) and SEC championships in men’s tennis (2011, ’13-’16), women’s tennis 
(2013), women’s tennis SEC Tournament (’14), women’s swimming and diving 
(2011, °12, °13, °14, and ‘15), men’s tennis SEC Tournament (2012 and ‘13), and 
two SEC eastern division titles in football (2011 and 2012). During that time 18 
different Georgia teams have been ranked in the nation’s top 20 and 10 in the top 
ten. Georgia’s standing in the Learfield Director’s Cup, which annually measures 


athletic teams success in NCAA championships, has improved from 20th in 2011 
to 10th in 2013 and is consistently in the top 20. 

McGarity has also been a standard bearer for academic achievement. Since 
his arrival, Georgia student-athletes have been the recipients of eight NCAA Post 
Graduate Scholarships, 25 CoSIDA Academic All-American awards, three NCAA 
Top Ten honors, three SEC Boyd McWhorter SEC Scholar-Athletes of the Year, 
and two SEC Brad Davis Awards. 

In addition, McGarity has been at the forefront of facility expansion and 
renovation. The building of the new Indoor Athletic Facility began in December 
2015, adjacent to the Butts-Mehre Building, will provide a facility for all sports 
to use. Other recent projects include a $12 million Foley Field (baseball) facility 
renovation, and new scoreboards/video boards at baseball, softball and soccer. 
New sound systems in Stegeman Coliseum and Sanford Stadium have also been 
installed to improve the fan experience. 

McGarity was appointed as the athletic director’s representative to the SEC 
Executive Committee in 2013. He was named recipient of the 2013 Tom Osborne 
Award presented by the Collegiate and Professional Sports Dietitians Association 
(CPSDA) for special achievement and contributions to advanced-practice sports 
nutrition. A 1976 graduate of UGA’s Grady College of Journalism and Mass Com- 
munication, McGarity is a 2012 inductee into the Grady Fellowship, a recognition 
program to honor those whose influence, achievements and service to the media 
professions have enhanced the reputation of the Grady College.
